before, 

They writ in behalf of theſe matters to all the Provinces, 
and repreſented to the Generalitie , whatſoever might per- 
ſwade the undertaking of the Work ; among the reſt, That 
their Provincial Debts were ſo great, that though they ſhould 
ger their whole proje& of reducing charges effected, and had 
all cheir means and Revenues continued ftill in the ſame ſtate 
they now were in; nevertheleſs they could not but remain 
every year, a whole Million in arrears , and were much defti- 
tute of ients, hovy to get out of debts at length, But 
the reft of the Provinces returned unanimouſly ad vice, that 
there ought no more forces yetto bee caſhiered, then 55 Foot- 
Companies, and 20 of Horl, allowing the caſhiered Of- 
ficers,an honeſt penſion or entertainment during life, and to 
the Colonels;cach 1000 Rix-dollers per an. 

Upon the 21 and 22 of Jaxwarie, thoſe of Holland urged 
their affairs ſtrongly at the Aſſembly, but were by the reſt of 
the Provinces, by the Prince, Count Willam,and the Council 
of State (being preſent there at every time) mainly oppoſed, 
they mainteining, That whiles France, Spain, Swedrn,8 Germanie 
werein arms, it was not fit to diſarm here, ſo as Holland

ſought it: Thar ſo many gallant Captains and Officers, as had 
hazarded their lives for the Land, ought notto bee ſo ill re- 
quiced : Thar it was againſt the Union, for Holland to perliſt 
alone thus, to disband and caſhier the common Forces. Sotn 
alſo upbraided Holland, that they had not managed their Trea- 
ſure well, and thereby run into ſuch arrears ; Whereupon 
Holland remonſtrated , Thar for all this caſhiering , there 
would remain men enough in ſervice ſtill, for , ſaid they, 
To whatend ſhall wee ecitertain Garriſons at Delf, Rotterdam, 
Goude, Dort, Schoonboven, Schiedam and other In-land Towns, 
35 likewiſe at Utrecht , Campen , Deventer , Swoll, Arnheim , 
Reenen, Nymeghen; inthe Triefiſh Towns , and Groninghen ? 
That it was againſt the Union, to charge any Province a- 
gainlt cheir will, and beyond their abilitie : That many 
years ago they had longed to ſec a more equal proportion of 
raiſing means, and that many (endings had paſt from them 
intothe Provinces to that purpoſe, but all in yain: That 
they of Frieſland , had alreadie reduced and ſaved 600000 


flor, yearly means, and that the ſame Province 'was now 


advantaged neer upon 200000 flor, yearly beſides; where- 
by it vyas evident, that Holland was too highly charged, and 
much over-rated. 

In March there arrived a very great extraordinarie Com- 
mittee out of Zealand; principally about the matter of Re.

and his Excellencie, and the Council of State beeng thereupm ſought 
to and ſent for, after deliberations upon the matter , and their ad. 
vice, it is agreed and reſolved , that Letters ſhall bee written to the 
Commanders of places, Where the Zealandiſh ( onpnies lie , that 
they ought not to ſuffer any ſuch Kedutiion to bee made within their 
Garriſon, till further order from their Hi. Mi. ; and that befades, 
the ſaid States of Zealand fhall bee ſent to by Deputies out of their 
high Mi, Aſſembly, end by bis Excellencie humfelf, in cafe the matter 

prove more difficult then is yet conceived, to reprefent unto them 
that Juch Reſolutions direfily impugn the Union, and caunot bee un- 
dertaken by any one Province alone , beemng of dangerous and ruinous 
conſequence to the Whale ſtate of the Land , and traming after it na- 
thing but confufton and ſuch miſchievous efſefts, as cannot bee tolers- 
ted without ſubver fron of all good order and government. And that 
for this end and purpoſe it bee defired, that a States- Aſſembly bee held 
there in Zealand, anthe 16 of this montb, with fall Commiſsion and 
Autoritie of the Members there appearing , for to re-afſume the mat- 
ter, and refiore it to the former condition, With any further proceeding

T was not enough to make a Propoſition to the Corpo- 
rations or Councils of thoſe places they viſited , but the 
ſame was likewiſe printed, and thereby really inſinuated and 
preſented to all the Commons, nay, to all the world. That 
which is ſpoken to every one, may beeanſwered by any one. 
Take it not amiſs then, I pray, that in the behalf of the ho- 
heſt Commons of Holland, 1 do ſay and maintein, That none 
mdeed i better able to foreſee diſorder and diſturbance ( whereof 
the firſt member of che Propoſition ſpeaketh) then hee that 
maketh and cauſeth the diſorder and diiturbance himſelf. All the 
ſtrangers, Germans, Brabanders, French, Engliſh , coming into 
this Countrie, wonder at the good order and policie that is 
in Holand; and if char(next to the bleſsing of God) had 
not been, the Land had beea loſt long ago., and unleſs there 
bee yet order ſetled and mainteined, elpecially in the Treaſu- 
ric, this good Province, and Millions of Widows, Orphans, 
and other honeſt Inhabitants , that have their monies out in 
publick Rocks, will bee undon. This is ſo well knownto 
all the Cities and members of Holland, that it need's no proof. 
Surein all Kingdoms, Cities and Countries, Peace is mainly 
made for that end, to ea{ and disburthen the Commons. 
How ſhall they bee caſed, or disburthen'd, if that bee not ca-

Thar che Caſhiering made by the Lords of Holland , hap- 
pened not without foregoing, and for abovea twely-month- 
continued communication, advice and debate with his High- 
neſs, with the Deputies of other Provinces, with his Excel- 
lencie, the Stadcholder, and the Council of State, the mani- 
fold Reſolutions, Negotiations, Meſlages, Letters, and other 
Acts can teſtifke, That the power of leyying and disbanding, or 
reducing of Forces , ſhould bee given upto the Council of 
State , the ſame is contrarie to the firſt Article of the Union, 
whete every Province declare's, they will keep and main- 
tein each one's reſpeive Soveraigntie: and contrarie like- 
wiſetothe 32 Article of the Inſirufion of the (onncil of State, 
ſet down hereafter.

ſing their ovwyn rate, andeafing that of Holland , which lay 
ſo heavie and inſupportable upon their ſhoulders, it ſhall bee 
very plealing and acceptableto them ; and in the mean time 
they will aot withhold their hand effeRually to procure, that

As likewiſe (laid they) it could never bee proved, what 
the Propoſition laie's down for a ground-work , viz; That 
the Supreme command or power of raiſing , caſhiering, or reducing 
of Forces, is ſolely committed to the Council of State; there beeing 
no ſuch ching to bee fougd, neither in the Initraftion of the 
ſaid Council, nor in the {xion , nor in any Reſolution of the 
State; that ever the like ſhould bee tranſported to the ſaid 
| Council : butthar on the contrarie,, it doth plainly appear 


by the firſt Article of the Union, and the 32% Art. of the laid © 


Councils Irftrufion , that the ſameis reſolved to belong to 
the Provinces. As lictle ground hath that which the laid 
Propolitionayer's, ſaying, That the leſming of the Forces made 
by: their No. gr..Mi, ſhould bee a breach or diſſolntion of the Union, 
there beeing no ſuch Concluſion can bee made from the Ar- 
ticles of the Union : and the allegations out of the ſaid Ars 
ticles made uſe of in the Propoſition ; they being befides the 
point, and no way applicableto this cal.

| beſides what is known, Frieſland did in regard of 
the Weſt-Indie-Companie , alcogecher abdndoning theſe af- 
fairs, even to this diy, notwithſtariding - that this 
maintenance thereof , is the cauſ and firm aſſurance 
of our ſo long ex{peted, dear bought peace; anu the 
means, whereby the power of the King of Spain can, beſt bee 
bridled. Asalſo in particular, the le{sning of che Forces,hath 
heretofore been undertaken by ſeveral Provinces. 

Ic was allothe foreſaid Committee's advice , that the - 
bove-mentioned diſapproving Reſolutioms might bee intimated 
tothe Generalitie, and regiſter'd there. And that withal, it was 
fitting to bee there likewiſe in terms declared and regifterd, 
T hat, for the time to com, the Cities of this Province ſhould not ad-

That it ſhould likewiſe 
bee remonſrated to the Generalitie, how among the ingre- 
dients of the Propoſition made,there was uſe made of many abuſive 
Poſitions in various reſpe&s,with the deduQtion thereof,as was 
bricflytouched above andcould eaſily beeparticularized further, 

Laſily , That ic was fitting , ſerious and well-grounded 
Lettersſhould bee weritten and ſentto all the Provinces, where- 
in to acquaint them with the reaſons and motives, why the fore- 
ſaid Sending was, by their No. gr. Mi. Reſolution diſappro- 
ved, and for time to com never to bee admitted or entertai- 
ned again by the Cities of this Province, deducing there- 
withal, how manifold Deyoirs and offers , friendly and ſe- 
rious applications there haye been made and reiterated to the 
Generalitie, even.in preſence of his Highneſs, and his Excellen- 
cie the Stadholder, and the Council of State, for the diſ- 
poſing of the Provinces to an agreement with their No.gr,M.

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good intentions , declaring that their No, gr. Mi. had riever 
other aim nor deſign, bur co disburthen the State for a time, 
according to the preſent opportunities ; and nevertheleſs to 
keep a ſufficient proportion of Forces for its ſecuritie , and 
therwithal firmly co maintein , and more and more to cul- 
tvate the old confident Confederacic with all the Provin- 
ces. 
That in all chis, the perſon and reſpeft of his Highneſs, vvas 
to bee held and maincained by them all, in high clteem, and 
thar this intention of their No. gr. Mi. ſhould in terms bee 
certified to his Highnels himſelf in theic behalf. 

Upon the third point the advice was, that his Highnels 
ſhould bee ſaluted from his No, gr. Mi. by the Councellor 
Penfionarie, and delired, that according to his wiſe Conſide. 
rations, and the exa&t knowledg hee hath of the whole Buſi- 
neſs, his Highneſs would bee pleaſed to make overture of

boped , ſhould have hed the operation, as to render the ſaid Pro- 
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vinces, and among them your Nob. Mi. particulars like-minded and 
conſenting with us ; but as yet the State could never bee ſo hap- 
pie, no-wot ſo much as that the Deputies of the Provinces would 
but have aſſented, that the ſame thing wherem they themſelvs, 
according to tht advices of their Superiors, agree with us by 
common conſent, might have been but proviſionally executed 
by the Council of State; and endeavored to recommend the reft 
to their principals, that by degrees, at leaſt, things might have com 
to a full conſent atlength , inſomuch, that all our manifold endea- 
vours and reiterated inſtances for manie months together remaining 
fruitleſs, Wee were neceſsitated at laſt to dil-continue the paic 
of thoſe Forces, for the entertaining whereof wee had declared by 
our ſolemn Advice, wee could not conſent; Which howbeir, 
that by ſom at the Generalitie it is cenſured, as If it laie nit in our 
power to do, they pretending that the joint Confederates have com- 
mitted the ſupreme Command, the raiſing and diſ-banding or re- 
ducing of Forces, unto bis Highneſs and the Council of State, and 
that the Officers likewiſe are engaged by Oath to bis Highneſs and

T hat bis High, diſpoſed to com into the Citie, ſhall bee receiv» 
ed there like bis Predeceſſors, Stadthelders of Holland, with af 
honor, reſpeFt and obſequioufneſs, and if hee think good to appear 
in the ( itie- Council, that bis Eight ſhall alwaies have Audience gran- 
ted bim in that qualitie. 

T hat the Lords of Amſterdam ſhall moreover emploie all good 
and poſiible Devoirs at the Aſſemblie of the States of Holland, 
that all Diſgnſts may Wholly bee taken away, and things bee re- 
duced to a firm and aſſured friendſhip and confidence, and all what 
hath paſt bee put in oblivion , as if it bad never happened.

Nevertheleſs the Provinces were pleaſed to declare here- 
upon, that theſe matters aboveſaid, ſhould as yet bee held 
onely as projeied Reſolutions.

That in the mean time all States-affairs may bee left and 
proceeded in , according to the accuſtomed Courſ and fundamental 
Order of this Government. The Conrts or ſeveral Councils , as 
alfo the chief Militarie Officers, remaining in their reſpe tive Com- 
miſcions and Inſtruftions , until ſuch time , as further Order 
ſhall bee taken upm the whole frame of the ſaid affair by the 
Provinces. 


In the firſt draught, the words of this Clauſ run thus ; 
Until ſuch time , as her Royal Fligh* ſhall bee delivered of the 
Fruit ſhee yet doth yo with. But leaft that might have 
cauſed a Conftruftion of ſom Engagement , it was alter'd 
as aboye. 

Holland Rtadied and endeavored much, hov they might 
draw Zealand in, at leaft , to fide with them 3 hoping 
that thereby they ſhould bee able fo to ſhut their Fence, 
and to bee in that poſture, as that they ſhould not need 
to fear to hayc a ( aptain General or a Stadtholder forced up- 
on them, And yet they cyer ſhewed themlſelys very Civ, 
in their expreſsions of thankfulneſs to the Fouſ of Orange 
and , declaring, they would gladly forget and laie 
alide all what was paſt, and live'and die wich the Pro- 
vinces in all Loye, Unitic and Concord, 

Before their intended ſending to the Provinces could bee 
difpacched, the Princeſs Royal wras delivered of a Son, up* 
on Mundaie Novem. 14. bervvixt 8 and 9 of the clock at 


night. Whereupon the Aſſemblie preſently mer, and notice 
was 
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was given of it to the Provinces, and congratulations 
made to her Royal High*, her High* the Princeſs Dowager 
and the Q. of Bohemia, and the news imparted to the 
forrain Miniſters, the Bells alſo were rung, and the com- 
mon people ſhewed themlelvs very joiful , thereby maniteſt- 
ing, that they knevy or apprehended not otherwiſe , but 
that the Prince was their Soverain and the true Lord and 
Elir of the Countric : which the vulgar ſort was vyell 
content it ſhould bee ſo, for the ſeveral benefits and ad- 
vantages, they had and made of the Court to. themlſelys, 
by the utterance of their - commodities and otherwiſe, 
But the Lord Cats ſaid very well to a friend, upon an 
occaſion touching the Princes death ; That in a Church 
or great Hall, there were both Pillars and Crowns (mean- 
ing the great hanging candlefticks) and fo it was in this 
State ; The Pillars were the Provinces and States thereof, 
the Prince had been the Crown, or great gilt Candleſtick, and 
given it much luſtre and ornament. The Candleſtick 
might eaſily bee remooy'd, The Pillars remain fiedfaſt, un- 
altered , and they are ſuch as onely can and muſt furniſh 
both Candleſtick and lights upon them, 

And now the States of Abolland ſent away their Com- 
miſs:oners , iz, to Grlderland and Over-1ſſel , the Lords 
Opdam and Polsbrouck with Penftonarie Riccen ; to Utrecht, 
the Lords of *Brederode , Strevelſhook and Beverning . to 
Zealand , the Lords Penſionarie Ruſh, Zyl and Sone- 
veld . to Frieſland , Groninghen and the. Omland , the 
Lords Penſionarie Bernighen , Penſionarie Nyport and 
Ripertſe ; whoſe reſpeftive Propoſitions were all fitted 
and framed , according to the former advice preſented 
to the Generalitie, in manner as followweth,

fideration ; T heir N, Gr. M. have been pleaſed to appoint Us 
their Commuſsioners , for to make the ſame particularly known un- 
to your Honors , and ſolemnly to aſſure you , of their upright 
ſettled intention , ( grounded upon an exuberant affettion to the 
good of all,) to employ and contribute with all care and diligence, 
Whatſcever heth in the utmoſt of their Abilities , to the end, that 
all Jealoufies , Differences , and (ontroverſies , the lets and all 
obſtacles of all wholſam "Feſolutions , and the peſtiferous bai of 
' the State , may bee prevented, eſchewed and eradicated ; and an 
the contrarie all true and faithful friendſhip and ſuch a ſolid Con- 
fidence begotten, and mare and more enlivened and chear'd up 
among[t all the Members of this State, as that they may all, 
and evermore , conſpire to a perfet# Unitie and Concord, in a 
; Jeet harmonious Confart of Hearts and Mindes , Which the 


Lords our Principals do declare themſelvs to bee reſalved to belp , 
Z R encourage 
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encoerage and maintain , and to obſery and cultivate ſmcerely and 
inviolably for ever , without ever offering to fail or recede from it 
in the leaf} ; and that they ſhall alwaies bee readie to ſhew it 
farth not onely im Words , but much rather m deeds and re- 
alitrs.

How the chuſing of Count William for 
Stadtholder of Groninghen and the Omlands pleaſed the Prin. 
 efſes, is not hard to conjefture, beeing don in- a manner 
to their face, in regard of the Princeſs Dowager her above- 
ſaid Letter ſo newly addreft unto them ; nor could ſhee 
cover the ſmart reſeat thereof. But thoſe of Groningben 
ſaid, that by reaſon of their Differences among themaſelys, 
they ſtood in need of a Man, and not of a Babe for their 
Stadtholder , and vvere not uſed to have a Deputie Stadt- 
bolder, or Lievtenants Leivtenant, which would haye been 
needful, if they had made choice of the young Prince; 
belides, chey had proſpered very well under Cow William's 
Father, Brother and Uncle reſpe&tiyely, and their laſt Stadt- 
holder (Prince William) was no better then forced upon 
them in the year 1640. Thoſe alſo that flood well af- 
fefted to the Common Libertie judged it better , that at 
leaſtwiſe one man ſhould not bee Stadtholder General oyer 
all. for which and ſuch like allegations and diſcourſes in 
the foreſaid year 1640, ſom good Patriots run no ſmall 
hazard, There happened alſo another Diſguſt co the ſaid 
Princeſs Dowager, which was, that the Lord Knuyt was

As beeing further alſo commended by the Ecenple.6 not + \onely of 
the Commm Sod of the Hebrews inſtituted according to the pre- 
ſcript of God Almightie bimſelf., which ought to "bee of great 
Weight and moment among all Chriſtians ; but of many other civiliz- 
ed Nations Ikewiſe, under the ſame forms of Government, both of 
old and later times, in neighbor and remoter Countries 3 eſpecially 
the great Aſſemblies | of the Grecians , called AmphyRtiones , 
compoſed of divers Cities, Who ,- though every one apart was fret 
and Soveraign Within themſelys, Were nevertheleſs confeders- 
ted and United egy qxoief the power of the Medes and 
Perſians. 

And as the biftories inform ws, that, as lomp as they cleaved 
to: this: alliance and remained in this Union, they could: not bee 
overcom by all the power of the Perſians i ſo experience hath

ſhewed likwiſe, What this State, through the Members unitie and con- 

ing one in the other, Was able to do a vainft the King of Spain 3 and 
how the ſame by that means hath abs and yot tlvindd all the obſta- 
cles and difficulties of 80 years War, to this profperitie and bright wee 
fee it in at preſent. 

Wherefore wee have great cauſ to prate to God Almightie, that hee 
would bee pleaſed to preſery the Republick in Unitie and Concord, that 
Þee may bee able to tranſmit the ſame as pure and undefiled to our  po- 
fteritie as wee received from our fore fathers , ſettling and governing the 
ſame upon thoſe good and wholſom Laws and Maximes that were the 

original foundations thereof. 

Ns foraſmuch as without all controverſie there are neceſſarily re- 
quired to this purpoſe three inſeparable rnain+ points, to wit, the Uni- 
on, Religion and Militia ; and that the Provinces of Gelderland 
and Holland, have preſented to your Edi Mi, ſom conſiderations there- 
upon, and chiefly upon the point of the Militia ; Wee ſhall likewiſe in 
bebalf of the Lords the Sto tates of Zealand ummaril deduce a few 
Conſiderations Which their N.M. had upon the points of the Union and 
Religion in particalar. 

4s for the former, your Fi.M. know, that as well this grand and 
Solemn Aſſemblie, as the affairs of this Boards are properly grounded 
upon the Treatie of the Union made at Utrechtin Amo. 1 579, 

T hat likewiſe the ſame Union is originally contrafied between the 
Provinces, to the mutual and common prote&tzonof all , gainſt all, both 
farreign and homebred force and rvidence: 

Which alone is ſufficient to make your Hs. Mi. apprebend, of what 
importance it is, that the ſame Union bee religiouſly and uprightly main-

Their N.Gr.M. are -very confident, that your Hi.Mi.weigh- 
ing the reaſons deduced above; will not onely yield that each Pro- 
Vince in their precinf, ſhall maintein this peculiar right of theirs, 
of tranſplacing the Souldierie withig their Province, but alſo in 
caſe of neceſsitie, help to uphold and maintem the reſt of the Provinces

All which premiſed thus, there reſwlt's from it the Juſlifica: 
tion. of What befare Artic. 3. Was ofſerted :- for this: beeing ſure, 
that the care of the common defence and union, together with the 
managing and ordering of the Militarie affairs of theſe Countries 
in general, doth belong to the Council of State , it #s Without al 
contradiftion, that the ſaid Council, for the ſame end; muſt take 
care, that all-places which may happen to bee in danger of bee- 
ing invaded or over-run by any forrein forces, for preventing anl 
withſlanding the ſame, may have ſufficient forces ſent into them; 
and it beeing proved above ,' that the Supreme Autoritie and 
Command over the Souldieric within each Province doth 
appertein to the particular States thereof, or to them whom the

That the 
more the Governors are, the greater is their danger from Diſcord, and 
that many Common- wealths were through that heat of diſſentios, 
ſubyerted by themſelys.

tinue to deſire the ſame; The Nobilitie, Gentrie and Ci- 
ties of Braband have alvvaies defired the ſame, and declare 
_, that they are conſtantly and extremely defirous 
of it, 
By deputation of the States in the year 1586, Feby. x. 
the Earl of Leiceſter was appointed Governor and Captain Ge- 
xerdl of the United Provinces, to wit, of Gelderland, Zut- 
then, Flanders, Holland and Weſtfrieſland , Zealand, Utrecht, 
Frieſland, together with their Aſſaciates, And by the A&t 
of that daie, there were put into the hands of the ſaid 
Earl, the General Means of Conſumtion or Revenues of 
Gelderland; Flanders, and aflociated Cities of Brahund. And 
in purſuance of the foreſaid Commiſion, the Earl made 
Oath to the States of the United Provinces , and their AL. 
ſociates; and the States reccipracally co the Earl, in the 
name both of their own reſpeRive Provinces, and the ſaid 

The States General of the Linited Provinces, do addre

For the preſervation of good Unitie in the State upon the 
old and laudable principles and foundations of the firſt Go. * 
vernment,the Great Mightie States of all the Provinces,cauſed 
ro bee enregiſtred Novemb, 16, 1646, for an everlaſting 
Remembrance, T hat they were reſolved to keep and maintem - 
| the foreſaid Union among the Provinces , 4s alſo rhe affiviated 
Countries, Cities and Members thereof ; and now lately apain 
at the ſending' of Fblland to the Six other Provinces they 


Ls ananimouſly teftified, they had no other reſolution and in- 


rention, then to obſery and maintein the foreſaid Union ho-. 
| lily and indiffolubly. 

The States of *Braband were the firſt and chiefeſt Au- 
tors of the Union of Ghendt. | 

The nearer Union of {ltrecht was figned originally by 
the Citie of Breda, publiſhed within the Boſch, and ett: 
braced by the other Cities of *Braband in State's- manner, 

Nerenpon is principally grounded , the defire of the 
Loxds, Gentiie and Cities of Braband, who beeing Mem- 
bers of the forelaid Common Union , ought to enjote .

March 18, 1 567. and block'd up, until the Prince of Orage 
his departure, when as. the good partie were fain to 
abandon the Citic, and depart the Land ; -as like-

-After which time the Citie beeing overmaſtered , the 
ſame. was continually kept under by force of arms, and 
pitrifully handled by the Spaniards Icalians and other for- 
rein Nations, till in the year 1577. their Confederates re- 
ſcued the Cirie from the High Dutch.

By all which ic plainly appear's, That none of the 
forelaid Cities of Braband, ever endeavorcd to join or agree 
with che Spaniard or their Aſſociates againſt the Union and 
Oath taken, without extreme neceſsicic ; and confequent- 


ly never ſought of their own, accord or wiltully to dif-. 


joint themſelvs from the United State ; but they wvere all 
of them, forced and reat away from the ſame , by the 
force and povver of the Enemie, deſtitute of ſuccor, or be- 
tray'd by = vvichout any fault of cheir oyyn, nay , to 


their oyyn great grief and undoing. 
The Cities of Bruggen vvith the Land Yan Frye and 


Penlo, they are the onely places, vvhich for the ſaid Crime

Firſt, for matter of Adminiſtration of Juſtice , the Court 
ot Council of Braband doth {tt without the Province, con- 
trarie to the known Privileges and Charters of the Land, 
ſorornto by all the Dukes ; befides thar the ſaid infringement 
draw'sthe yood inhabitants into exceſsive croubles, charges 
and inconveniencies. | 

Secondly , in regard of Gopernment , There is introducing 
a new waie of naturalizing ftrangers in Braband, for the 
ſuppreſsing and excluding of the Natives as well from 
beeing employ'd in their own Province, as they are ſuffici. 
ently excluded from offices and Emploiments in others, 
contratie to their expreſs privilege, quod competit wiiverſs py 
pulo Brabantie , ( which is the peculiar privilege of the 
people of Braband, ) conditioned for with the Prince , and 
ſworn to by the Prince. 

This Privilege vwwas never violated in *Braband before 
the Troubles, and remaineth pre and uncorrupt even un- 
der the Spaniſh Govermnent to this very daie. 

Thirdly, touching the Revenues and Contributions, there 
have been new burthens impoſed all along upon thefe | 
of Braband, and they are threatned with more henvie ones 


to bee impoſed at pleaſure, without any of their conſent, 


nay, without ſo much as hearing them. 

Which is repugnant, not onely againſt the Privileges of 
the Countrie, but likewiſe particularly againſt the pro- 
miſſes of the States Genrral of the year 16©0, alleged in che 
former DeduCtion, 

Wee ſhall not inſiſt here on the oppoſition of the States 
of Eblland againft Emperor Charles for the Congie-monic, 
nor of the Citie of Bruſſels againſt Archduke Albert, for 
a ſmall impoſt upon pears ; but touch in a word onely, 
chat in Spain, England and Germanie, it hath ever been and 
is the oblervance in courſ, as likewiſe is ſhewved by Phi- 
lip Comines in the States of France under Charles the eight,

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affembled at Tours, That no Prince hath power to laie TImpo- 
fitims upon his Subjefts, not Right to give them Laws without 
their Conſent. 

The Societie which the Cities and Countries of Brahand 
have in that kinde with the other Confederates, may well 
bee miſerable and deplorable, even as in the benefit of ceſSio 
morn among the Lawyers :* whereof wee may take up 
the old complaint, Sub mbra federis ſervitutem nos pati ; neque 
mim Sucietatem, ut olim, ſed tanquam mancipia haberi; That under 
the color of Covenant wee are reduced to flayerie, wee 
beeing not entreated like Affociates, but like Bondmen. 

Love indeed is the onely firm foundation of Government, and 
; according as a Wiſeman ſaid once, T hat: kinde of Republick 
far's beſt and laſt's longeſt, which all the parts are in love with, 
ond Wiſh it laſting. 

By the forekaid Common Unio the Netherlands enga- 
ged them(elys together for ever, without impairing the (pe- 
cial privileges of the particular Provinces, Cities, Mems-. 
bers and [nhabicants thereof, wherein they not onely 
may do one another no prejudice or hindrance, bur are 


bound likew1ſe to help and prote one another therein. 


by all means poſsible, with advice and aid, goods and 
blood, againſt any one that ſhall atreme or go about to 
wrong them therein; ſo that among the conditions of the 
Union this appeareth ro bee the principal , To maintein the 
Countries, Cities, Members and Inhabitants thereof in their par- 
ticular Privileges, amongſt which without all controverſie 
Government is one t00. 

Wherein of old not onely the chief Cities, but even 
the ſmaller ones in Braband did ſhare and participate. For 
information whereof may (ery, That among the Ciries of 
Braband there was no certain order kept heretofore, as ap-

upon order and reaſon, and ought therefore accord- 
ingtothe Union, to bee determin'd by moſt waices: This is 
that which make's the Lords, Gentrie and Cities of Braband 
aforeſaid: to bee very confident, T hat as Confederates and 
Aſſciates of this Sereniſuime Republick, they ſhall yet at length

The Baptiſm of the young Princeſs was at laft reſol, 
ved to bee ſolemnized, on Sundaie, the 1 5. of Januarie , 
the Ceremonies whereof were performed in the great 
Church, that afternoon, in manner as followeth.

Bur though the Prince vwas buried, the heavie contention 
between the Princeſſes about the Gnardian- ſhip was mot. 
There were ſeveral motions and proffers made for accom- 
modation : among others one, in behalf of the Princeſs 
Dawager and Pr. Ele&or of Brandenburg , which the Prin- 
ceſs Royal abſolutely refuſed, upon ſvggcited hopes, that ſhee 
ought of right to bee the ſole Gnardian, _ 

Shee cauſed hers likewiſe to take great pains in Zealand 
at the Land-daie there in April, to ger the young Prince 
received there again as Premier Noble, upon ſeveral grounds, 
which the Province notwithſtanding would in no wiſe 
yield unto. There were - likewiſe t endeayors 
made to diſpoſe thole of Zealand, for the chuſing of a 
Stad-holder. 

Thole of Kblland , to have an &ie upon it, diſpatched 
thitherwards the Lords -v.in Opdam , de Wit, Nypore and 
, as it were to invite thoſe of Zealand tothe ſending 
back cheir Deputies to the great Aſſemblie , and to ere&t 
the Chambre Mi-partie , according to the Treatie of Peace 
with Spam 2 bur really, for the divenivg of that blow, of 
chooſing again a Stadbolder and Premier loble there. And 
fo much they effeed , That there was nothing don at 
that meeting, bue a Reſolution taken , of ſending to the 
Hague again, And the Countie-Cities took upon them 
the Right of chooſing their own Council, after the example 
of Holland, Bbb 3 All 
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All propoſitions and eflaies hitherto of accomme! 
dating the difference of the Princeſſes about the Guardiag, 
ſhip, having prooved fruicleſs, there was at laſt pronoun- 
_ a Sentence by the Court of Holland ; from which 
the Prince EleQor of Brandenburg ( or his Counſellors) and 
the Princeſs Dowager , immediately appealed to the High 
Court, addreſsing themlclys to the ſame, for inhibition, 
which, though many were of opinion, it could not bee don, 
was nevertheleſs granted. 

During theſe Conteſts, his Highs the Pr, Ble&t. of Bray 
denbourg arrived at the Fague in perſon, together with the 
Elefireſs * and was lodged at the Court of the Princels 
Dowager. Underſtanding there, that it was conceived, the 
great animoſitie and partialitie in the Princeſs Royal pro. 
ceeded more from evil, Counſel, then her ovvn inclina- 
tion, ſuſpeRing molt the Lords of Beverweert and Femvh8, 
the faid Pr. Elefor cauſed a certain Propofition to bee pre- 
ſented to the Princeſs Royal by his Counſellor Swergn , 
which did rather more exaſperate , rhen mitigate or re- 
concile the mindes ; ſhee the Princeſs Royal giving to un- 
derftand in her Anſvver , that inſtead of a friendly enter. 
view. and debate, which had becom ſuch Allyes , ſhee 
was laden with reproaches &c, 

But the ſaid EleAor, ſtai'd not there , for having inti- 
mated in the foreſaid Propoſition, that her bad Counſel 
ſwaied too much, and principally ayming at the above 
mentioned Lords *Beverweert and Henvliet + hee cauſed in 
folema manner by two of his Counſellors in the preſence 
of a publick Notarie, proteſts to bee. made in the Hayhe, 
firſt to the Lord Beverweert , to this effet , That his 
Flea", High took it ery ſtrange, the ſaid Lord had medled with 
the Queſtions in debate, betwixt bis ſaid El. Eligh the Prin- 
ceſs Dowager, and Princeſs Royal , concerning the Guardian- ſhip 
of bis Figh* the young Prince of Orange , and cauſed the ſame 
by his advice and counſel to. bee ſo carried, that hitherto no good 
conld bee don in it for the young Prince , bis High did thereby 

wart 
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wm the ſaid Lord, nat . to trouble bimſelf henceforward with 
giving of any counſel in this affair ," but for peace , ani the beſt 
advantage of bis High' the young Prince of Orange , and that 
bee the Lard Bevervwweert ſhowld do well to remember-, in what 
Okigations hee ſtoed to the Houf of Orange, and have a care 
e to meet the Princeſs Dowager with as much reſþ1&i, as 
if bis High of bleſſed memorie, were yet alive» Or elſ , bis 
BL# High ſhould not forbeare, to. require another account of him, 
the ſaid Lord Beverweert, mn this behalf. Whereupon the ſaid 
Lord Beverweert made anfover ; Hee was confident his Ble& 
High' was evil informed, concerning the foreſaid matters, defiring 
his faid Counſellors they would" undeceiy bim therem , foraſmuch 
« bee Was not in any ſervice now with the Princeſs 'Koyal, nor 
ſworn, nor of Counſel to- ber, and\ had no Wages nor entertainment 
ber Eligh' yet nevertheleſs bee beld both bis late High* of 
ie memorie and the Princeſs Royal in that eſteem , that if 
the Princeſs Royal did require his. Advice, hee was and would ſtill 
bee readie to ſerv her, not onely with bis Counſel , but alſs with 
his perſon, and whatſoever depended+ on it ;, and yet never adviſe 
any thing, but What may bee nuſt age to the Houſ and 
Perſon of bis Hdigh* the young Prince of Orange, as beeing the 
mely remaining hopes of the Fdouſ-of Orange. Moreover, ſaid 
the Lord Beverweert, that hee bore all due reſpe&t to bis Ele 
Hiygt', as became a Prince of ſo bigh Qualitie ; but , that hee 
Ras none of his Subjefts, but the Lords the States of Holland, 
to whom and none other , hee was bound bere to give account of 
bis Aftions.

The Duke of Alva was the firſt of all whom the King of 
Spam did conſtitute ſpecifical Captain General over theſe Ne- 
therlands, under the Government of the Ducheſs of Parnia, in 
the year 1567, mm whoſe Commiſſion bearing date wltimo Jatiu- 
arit of the faid year, the King of Spain expreſsly allegeth the 
motives and reaſons thereof to bee the troubles and diſturban- 
ts ariſen m the Netherlands, together with the neceſFitie of #6 
ſing the way of Arms (as hee pretended ) whence it apſtir 5, 
and hee ſufficiently ſhewed it thereby himſelf, that in quieter 
tones, or pedce, the ſame ſhould never have happened. |

As after wee chearfully took it for a pled and token thereof, 
that your N. M. Deputies at the particular conferences with 4 
Committee of our Lords lately met at the Haghe, declared then, 
That during the minoritie of the young Prince of Orange the 
chooſing of a Captain General could well bee waved without any 
prejudice to the Countrie. Nevertheleſs wee finde our ſelvs neceſ; 
itated to declare that wee cannot finde it agreeing with reaſon, 
nor conſiſtent with the ſervice of the Countrie, that your N. 
M. Deputies ſeem to infer and urge withal, viz. That a reſo- 
lution ſhould bee ſettled our ot hand for the not chooſing 
of any Captain General during the minoranitie of the ſaid 
young Prince of Orange. Nor, that it ſhould bee decreed,

June laſt 16, Artic. 6, were to bee left in the reſpeRive 
Voicing Province, as well for the garriſoning and gardny 
Hoey as for the executing of their civil Orders and Commands, 
having firſt conferred about ic with the Lord Field-Marſhl 
and other Militarie chief Commanders. In conformitie 
whereunto, having conferred with his Excellencie the 
Field-Marſhal, and likewiſe heard the Lord of Beverwvrt 
Serjeant Major General of the Armie, and his Excell** the 
Stadhold:r, 8&c. and well debated and weighed every thing 
in the Council, their opinion atd advice was, That the 
Frontiers lyang without the Voicing Provinces ſhould not 
(according to the preſent condition of the Forces now in 
Service) bee left leſs provided and beſet then is ſhevyed

I was a great while and went hard,beforethey could com 
co an agreement : each Province conceiving themlelys 
prejudiced, and to have too few allowed them for the 
executing of- their Civil Orders and commands; in the

Aſſemblie of the Generalitie *. the paſsing of the refurmed Inſtra-

1623, and found 
both in the one and the other ſeveral good points, from 
all which together there might bee framed a good Projet, 
accommodated for the preſent time aad conjunRure , 
leaving out ſuch things, as are not prafticable, or cannot 
bee introduced without offence, So as it was ſeen in 
the year 1623 , that immediately aftcr the publiſhing of 


that AR, there aroſe great alteration and diſtemper among 


the Souldierie, whereby ſom places might eaſily haye run 
great hazard, had it not been prevented inſtantly , at 
what time his High Prince Henrie, with ſom of the Lords 
of the Generalitie were fain to repair in perſon to Breda, 
to ſettle the diſorder by exemplarie puniſhment ; never- 
theleſs ic ſtuck there , 1inſomuch that they durſt not urge 
the further ſtci& obſerving of the ſaid AR, and indeed it 
could never yer bee brought or kept in pratice, This 
they thought chemſelys obliged to repreſent unto their 
H, M, before the drawing up of another AR for redreſs 
in the point of Maſtering ; which might eaſily caul nevv 
ditemper, or would hardly bee obſerved as was fitting , 
and the executions of the puniſhments prove as difficulc 
and dangerous ; not that they ſought any waie to pro- 
tract or delaie the redreſs of having and keeping a good 
and well ordered Militia, they counting nothing more 
needful , and had therefore been continually preſsing for 
the, ſame, and recommended it from time to time moſt 
ſeriouſly as the greateſt ſervice of the Land ; and (o they 
did ſtill. But to obtain that by a reformation of the muſter- 
ing, and making of ſtrict Ats and Ocders about thar, they 
conceived it would bee fruitleſs, if there vyent not before, 
a redreſs of that prerext, which is ſo commonly taken up 
in this kinde , wiz; in the firſt place, a more preciſe and 
readie paie , wichour letting the Companies arrears run on 
for a long time, even many months together, ſo as they 
laid, they were informed of late, when they went about

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to take a conrſ{ with a certain Ricmaſter , - for the better 
paying of his complaining Troopers , the ſaid Ritmaſter 
alleging , That his pay-maſters were in arrears to him 
for 24 months together, The like chey had underſtood 
alfo: by other Ritmaſters and Captains ; and that others, 
though better paid , were put to monthly exrraordinarie 

es, for Clarks and Sollicitors, whom they muſt en- 
certain at 60. 70. and more Florins per month, beſides 0. 
ther incumbrances, as defalcating of the 100. pennie and 
the like, over and above all other expences , which they 
beeing not able to ſupplie out of their own entertain- 
ments, ( beeing allowed but a fingle paie for a Clark 
in the liſt) they muſt either abate and dedua the in. 
terefts of ſo many months arrears from their Souldiers 
and Troopers, whence thoſe complaints of them ariſe, that 
they can never get their full paie : or'elf they muſt ſeek 
and finde out other waies , whereby to repair their dam- 
mages, to the Land's great diſſervice, Which ground of 
their pretext, if it vyere once remooved, and that the Com- 
panies vyere duely and orderly paid their wages , the re- 
dreſs in the muſtering would eafily finde admittance, that 
the tranſgrefſors might bee puniſhed according to the 
tenor of the AAts made or to bee made in that behalf, 
Fi::thermore They faid , that it had been obſerved in the 
matter of muſtering, things vere not every where ma- 
naped for the beſt, whiles ſom Provinces ſent their Com- 
miſlaries to a Garriſon where there laie many Companies 
of ſeveral Repartitions, muſtering there onely ſuch Com- 
panies as belonp'd to theirs ; where it is cafie to conceiy for 
any one, that it was no hard matter for ſuch Companies 
ro make compleat mufters, when the reft knew it con» 
cern'd not them , though all che Companies appeared in 
arms, and ſom kinde of muſtering paſt upon them all,

eſpecially in the both Eccleſiaſtical and Political Reforming of the 
Mayorie of the Boſch and Marquiſat of Berghen , where the 
preſumptions and inſolencies of the Papiſts were grown ſo bigb, 
T hat the Churches of our dear Fatber-land, which had ſo heartily 
rejoiced at the zeal of your H, M. ſhewed forth by the introducing 
of Reformed T eachers into theſe parts and Quarters , ſeeing 
the ſlow advancement there of the Reformed intereſt, and on the 
contrarie the great diſobedience, ſtubborneſs and bitterneſs of the 
Inhabitants there, it could not but afflift their hearts moſt ſenſibly, 
that the boly worſhip of God, and thoſe Which adminiſtred the ſame 
in thoſe parts, were entertained there in ſuch an hoſlile and bar- 
barous manner , that it could bardly bappen worſ to them among 
the T urkies and Muſcovites , as it hath been ſufficiently dedu. 
ced in former Remonſlrances. The Deputies of the Synods Hi, 
Mi. Lords , do gladly indeed confeſs , That ſince the Paliticd 
Reformation of the Officers there hath enſaed a remarkable a- 
mendment in diverſ places po it ; though it was no where

or Sheriff tore an Ordinance of yeur H. M. in piects : nay the 
Papiſts are and continue ſo bold and daring, that in violent and 
hoſtile manner they fell upon, beat, and wound:d the Lieytenant 
of the Land Droſt Ravelway when hce as com to diſipate the 
aſſembling of them by bundreds in the Chappel of Aetler in Pee- 
land, and would doubtleſs bave endanger ed bis life, if bee 
had not been reſcued by ſum Troopers coming to aſsiſt him, 
The idolatrous Croſſes and Saints-Shr ines by the bigh waies ſides, 
which the Papiſts ſo much reſort to iy their blinde devotion, they 
remain ſtanding in many places ſtill for all the Ordinances made 
againſt it :, and in the Citie of the Bolch the Priefts and Jeſuits 
do dwell and converſ ſo openly, that they have divided the whole

grounded warnings of moſt unheard of, pernicious and ry. 
100us deſigns and machinations againſt the State of theſe 
Countries, which were [2 5 by them, and in part promi- 
ſed. to bee undertaken, whileſt under a fair ſhew and ſpeciou 
pretexts, they onely ſought to gain time for the accompliſhing of 
the foreſaid pernicious deſigns, and to bring the State of theſe 
Countries by that means into a notable rupture and confuſion, 
to the ſingular advantage of theſe which are big with jealouſies 
againſt this State. 

Wee have by virtue of our Commiſſion and. ſpecial reſolution

him hee was charged by his High', to accompanie him 
the Examinat, and to follow the Cavallerie, and to make 
report of all that paſt ; and foraſtmuch as his High* had 
never before 'made any mention of the ſaid Marquis to 
him Examinat abour that matter, it ſeemed very ftrangeto

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' to Shap-Zeel, and that in the return hee might bee able 
to ſteer accotdingly ; and that hee Examinar, beeing paſt 
all the ſaid Villages , arrived at Shayp-Zeel, at 5 in the 
evening, the forelaid Marquis, becing parted from him at 
Elilverfum, to make a ſtep to Amersfort , whence hee re- 
turned to the Examinat about midnight. That nexc daie 
they Rai'd there, and after dinner, pur-themſelys in readi- 
neſs to attend the Troops, till about five of the clock, hee 
Examinat having notice of the Troops beeing arrived 
without the Village ,. hee forthwith joined and marched 
along with them from place to place, before expreſſed , 
till they came to the Heath without Hilverſum, where by 
a ſtorm or ſudden tempeſt the Troops were much incommo- 
dared, which cauſed ſom halt in the Village, till they were 
all mer again, refreſhing chemſelys withal a little ; and, 
that, in marching thence, the thunder and tempeſt more en+ 
crealing, one part took the right waie, and ten companies an 
other, which was not perceived till the former were com to 
Yreelant, That notwithſtanding this, hee Examinat, marched 
on with the Troops about him to Abconde, where as hee 
could gueſs, hee arrived half an hour paſt four in the 
morning, and met Count Willian with two or three Ofh- 
cers , asking ſtraight , whether all the Troops were arri. 
ved; and perceiving that ſom remained behinde, hee ſhevy-= 
ed himſelf ill-{atisfied, ſaying, hee had cauſ novy to ſcruple, 
whether,. in regard of this negleR, hee might go on with 
his Commiltion or not , however hee would not do ft 
of his own head, but adviſe firſt with the reft of the Offi- 
cers about it ; That, after deliberation had , the Officers 
becing heard , and ſufficiently agreed about advancing the 
march, Hee Examinat ſtepe in between and adviſed, That 
it ought not to bee attempted , ir beeing exprelsly againſt 
the intention of his High*', who would not have the 
buſineſs undertaken but with a great number to prevent 
diſorder, and lealt the Inhabitants and Souldiers of Amſter- 


dam might bee-encouraged by ſo ſmall an appearance of 
Rrr 3 forces, 
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forces, to adventure upon a reſiſtance and engagement, 
which his High* deſired ſhould bee avoided by all mcans, 
And that theſe reaſons did prevail with Count William and 
the reſt of the Officers to ftaie for the reſt of the Troopy, 
who having ftraied as far as Naerden, arrived not till wich. 
in 3 hours after, And that Count Wilkam reſolved not- 
withſtanding to adyance towards Amſterdam , and to cauſ 
his High* Letter to bee delivered there ; beeing com be. 
fore the Citie and having ſtaid there, till by ſom of 
the Lords of the Citie, (one whereof was the Lord 
Huydecooper) an anſwer was returned to him upon the 
foreſaid Letter ; whereupon hee was reſolved to take up 
his Quarter at Oudekerck , where nexe daic*order caiie 
from his Hig to divide the Troops, the Lord of Suyle- 
n beeing commanded to Muyden, and hee Examina: to 
the houl ter Hart : and that hee Fxaminat had under- 
ſtood, that his, High* intended to bee that night at Oude- 
kerck, though hee got no further then Amſterveen. That 
hee Examinat marching towards his a[s:gned place , hee 
came to underſtand that about Overtcom they had been 
cutting of a Dyke, and that there was a Guard placed 
there , which cauſed hum Examinat, to diſpatch a matter 
of 25 hor{ and 30 musketiers thicher, at whoſe arrival the 
Guard lying there, preſently forſook their ſtanding , and 
hee Examinat having cauſed a bridg to bee laid got over 
there, and continued his march direRly to the Fi ter Hart, 
where immediately the Lords of Faerl-m came to him 
much perplexed and aſtoniſhed , fearing an enterpriſe a- 
gaiuſt their Citie ; but , that hee Examinat, aſſured them 
by order from his High* , that there was nothing inten- 
ded againſt the Citie, or Inhabitants of Haerlem , nor at 
the Inhabitants of Amſterdam neither. And when as the

That more- 
over, hee Examinat , . having left a. Troop of Hoel' to 
re the Houſ ter Hart, and gotten; notice of ' his 
igh' arrival at Amfterveen, hee repaired thither | mexc 
moraing by order ; acquainting him with the apprehen- 
fions of che Lords of Harlem, and having received an- 
ſwer for their aſſuring , hee returned that evening back 
again to his Quarter , underſtanding from his Hight at 
parting, char the ſame had given order for che changing

A firſt, concerning the Charge, That by reaſon of his G- | 
vi-Oath:hee ought not to have accepted of nor concealed his 
Fligh':Command :-;to this hee ſaid, That to judg aright 
of this matter, there, muſt bee conſidered the whole con- 


dition 
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dicion of the intereſt of his High*, and of the affairs as 
they ſtood then, and conſequently good heed bee taken to 
thele enſuing Reaſons, whereby ( ſaid hee) all cauſes of 
ſuſpeting him would bee removed. 

As that it was his Captain General and Stadholder who 
then commanded and emploied him, not as a borrowed 
Officer, but as a-Collonel, Governor and Kitmaſter, and that 
onely for to bring the Troops of the Land, with whom 
hee was abſolutely entruſted, into a Citie of the Land, & that 
tono other end but to obteia the Audience, by the refuſal 
whereof, hee had already made complaint in the Aſſem- 
blie of their N. Gr, M. that hee was prejudiced in his fun. 
ion of Stadholder ; and ſaid, hee delired it onely by way 
of Reparation, and ( as hee likewiſe had put in the Letter 
to the Lords of Amſterdam) there to propound ſuch mat- 
rers as concerned the lervice of the Countrie, But notwith- 
tanding all this, put the caſe they ſhould . make as bad a 
conftruCtion of it as now is made by many; hee deſired 
their N, Gr. M. would but "conſider , firſt, that though 
hee had refuſed and concealed. his Hight Command, the 
deſign would have gon on for all thar, and himſelf would 
thereupon have been charged of haviog failed in his Mi- 
litarie Oath by his diſobedience; for which the heavieſt

mw, their N, G. M, themdilee looks upon him as 4 man out 
of his wits, And beſides all this; hee prai'd their N, Gr. 
M, would but remember , when his High* was pleaſed 
in perſon to denounce his intent and purpoſe in the full 
Aſſemble by the Counſellor Penſionarie , there was none 
then of all that heard the ſame, offered to ſpeak one Word a- 
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ot it , but they {erred their ſilence as much to ap- 
i chat bulineſs as ba Examinat, by the lighting | 
of his Militaris Offices, was bound to bee emploied there.

Nov as touching his having plai'd the Sfpie upon the 
Citie of 4m , hee repreſented the occaſion, the time 
ahd the can of his journie to Sharp-Zeel by Amſterdan :

( ſaid' hee) that: hee vas altogether as guilcleſs and free 
fromthe a& of diſcovering or ſpying the walls of Amſtr-

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dam as hee proteſted hee had neither charge nor thoughts 
of any ſuch enterpriſe, and had taken rn br by 4m/tev- 
dan for no other end, but that hee mighe knovw the ex+ 
a diſtance of the march, and co paſs through the vil- 
lages , which had been given bim in voricin hee having 
never gon that waie before, and beeing exprelsly ordered to 
march through them. 

Concerning the Depolition of the Lords of Hatrlew,

addreſt himſelf to him Examinar, and asked, whether the 
6 or 7000 Swediſh Horl which were ſaid ro bee com in- 
to the L and of Gulich, were ſent for by his High'? Where- 
upon hee afſured, that for as much as was known to him, 
his High* had nothing co do with them at all; 'bur that 
they were onely com there for to get in their Contributi- 
on-arrears in thoſe parts, and that it Were happie if thoſe of 
Amſterdam had no more co do with the Parlament of Enyland ; 
and beeing demanded, How ſo? hee anſwered, T hat there 
bere flrange rwnors ab-0ad; whereupon chey replying, bag no 
ground for it at all, ee rejoin'd, bee boped ſo 199, but hee 
could afſure them, that but ſix daies ago his Highneſs told bin, 
bee bad a Letter in bis band written from London to an Eng- 
liſh officer of this State, wherein bee had ſeen, that the Parla- 
ment ſhould bave decreed an Afsiftance of ten thouſand men for 
thoſe of Ar fterdam, and that therewithall the -Dtry names of 
the Collonels had been expreſſed. hat this was all, _— 


to his beſt remembrance, that had paſt in diſcourſ wi 
S(l 2 them, 
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them. beeing onely a communication of rumors and news, 
for proof whereof hee could produce the Officer whom 
his High' had named, becing at the Haghe now, and rea- 
dy4ta avouch, not onely that hee bad ſhewed ſuch a letter 
to his High* , but: likewile ſeen diverſ others of like te: 
nour. | 

This hee ſaid was all, ſuccin&tly and truly, what hee 
had to laie before their N. Gr, M, for their better informa- 
tion and his Juſtification about thele three points charged 
upon. him, reſting confident, that ir would give them 
ſatisfaion, and offering more fully co clear all remaining 


ſcruples their N.Gr, M. ſhould propound. 


Now foraſmuch as in this Examination there was men- 
tion made of Count William Stadtholder of Frieſland and Gre 
ninghen, &c, and that the Deſign of the laſt Summer was 
ſubje& to bee further dived into : therefore it ws, that the 
Lords of that Province brought in that proje&t of che Amne- 
ſia, or. general oblivion, the 20 of Julie laſt.

Deputies, could take no farisfaftion at ail in the diliatoric 

anlvver , 
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anſwer, preſented yeſterday unto his High'; and that hee 
would not ftirr hence before thELords of the Old-Coun- 
cil aforeſaid had made a round Categorical Declaration to 
the Lords Deputies , whether they would return - into 
the-Union, which they had deſerted , and until they the 
ſajd Deputies had gotten from them a. clear , ſhort and 
," politive, —_— and peremptorie anſwer in writing to 

their exhibited Propoſition .; and the Lords of Dort 
made prompt and efftAual reparation , for their breaking 
of the Union, whereby together with ſuch other Members 
of Holland, as had likewviſe broken the Union, they had 
made themlelys guiltie and puniſhable in bodie and goods; 
in as much as by che 23. Article of the ſaid Union, and 
according to former Examples, ( whereof ſorn had been 


alleged to them alreadie ) by reaſon of the tranſgreſsion of 


the ſame, both their perſons and goods might bee arreſted 
and proſecuted in all places, before any Lords Judges and 
Judicatories, where-ever the ſame may bee met with in 
caſe of delaie z concerning which Reparation , hee (the 
Lord van der Capelle) declared, they the Lord's Deputies, 
ſhall bee conſtrained to talk with them in an other ſtrain yet, 
whereof they ſhould hear more ere long. All which 
becing taken into Deliberation, it was unanimouſly found 
good and reſolved, that all further anſwering of the ſaid 
uties, either in writing or by word of mouth, ſhould 
bee refuſed, and the former Reſolution perſiſted in ;

- And akhough on the one fide, wee might eaſily cal- 
culate, that his Nigh' was.drawn both to the one and 
other, by ſom Conſiderations of his perſonal repute ; Yet 

Yyy 2 wee 
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wee on the other fide took into our Conſideration , firſt, 
that che States Securitie confilteh eſpecially, that the Soul. 
dieric perform their duties, not onely. for the. receipt of 
cheir ages , but aW{o our of bove, affetion aid natural proneſs 
to: the State it ſelf, which wichout all queſtion,” is al. 
waies more to bee ex{peted from the Natives then the 
Forreiners , belides that it conld not bee eaken- but for a 
ſingular ingratitude and wmaturalneſs of the Governors, That 
the ſame paſsing by their Inhabitants, atid as it were , 
their own native and legitimate children , ſhould prefer the 
Forreiners, as adopted ones 'before them, a thing never pra- 
Qiled yet by any Kings ; Princes or . States, in their dil. 
bandings to this daie. And then [ceondly, that the fore- 
ſaid propoſals of reduction, however as manie or more 
forces then by our waie, were thereby to bee fubſtrafted 
from the Scates Service, yet there ed no proportion 
at all therein with ours , for the eating and {ubleyating 
our overburthened Treaſurie ; whet you obſ(ery that the 


faid ReduQtion: toticheth not the Caprains and Officers, 
but onely the ptivate Souldiers, whereas that which one 


Captain alone is wont to recely-by the State, would finde 
and entertain a good numiber of common Souldiers. 
And foraſmuch ds both fides propoſals becing counter- 
ballanced, it is apparant, that as well che ſecuritic of the 
Scate on the one hand , as the disbutdeniog of the feeble 
Treaſuric on the other, is rauch better ro bee obtained by 
our waie of Caſheiring, then by the effe& of that of his 
High' ; wee therefore held: i beſt ſeriouſly to remonſtrate 
all-chis G his ſaid High', and cauſed our Depucics to 
perform the ſame with many pregnanc reaſons ,:and eſpe- 
cially by a moſt exact Ballaxe of our T reaſurie, exhibited 
unto him, whereby wee ſhevved , That according to our 
waie , the Rate of this Province would yearly bee caſed 
more, then by his waie , by two þwndred eixhteen thouſand, 
nine hundred and fourtie Gilders; 14 Stivers, 2*. Deſiringin 
| that regard, that hee would bee pleaſed fo to direct the 
buſineſs 
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buliaeſs oy! recommend it. to the reſt of the Provinces, 
chat che iering propounded by Us,. may bee i- 
red and avempliſhel with all bed, 8 ou 
Ar aft, after many lerious inſtances applied to this end 
in vain, wee found our (elvs necelsirared ro make known 
unto the Generalitie , that by reaſon of the Weakneſs of onr 
T reaſurie, wee were nat able to gram or bear that which 
the Council of State deſired of us, and by the above-na- 
med projet of the ſtate of War, was aligned and char- 
ged upoa upon us, and that conſequently wee vyere ab- 
{olutely-eaforced in part to excuſe our felvs of that defire, 
declaring, that as co the continuing and paying of the be- 


fore-mencioned 105 Foot-carpanies, and 32 of Horl, to- 


gether with arher particulars expreſſed in the above-cited 
Advice of aur Commilszon'd Council, wee could grant 

us Conſent, 
And howbeit that by virtue of the Freedem, which the 
reſpeive Provinces ever had in matters of charging them, 
even under the Dominion of their Dukes, Earls and Lords 
themſelys in the ſtrieſt ſence, wee were not beund to 
give any particular reaſons thereof, or to uſe any perſua- 
tive means, but might, by the vigor of the ſaid Freedom, 
ſufficiently have acquitted out -ſelvs with a ſumple notifica- 
tion of diſcontinuing our Conſens ; yer for to latisfic all, wee 
+ not to; diſcover and laie before the Deputies of the 
States of other Provinces our Confedetates, at the Genes» 
ralicie, the whole State of our Treafutie, and to deduce 
there all the pregnant motives of the forclaid Dilcontinu- 
ance,at_ large and leyeral times, with folid demonſtration, 
That a leſs number of farces cffeftively would bee. re- 
nin'd io ſervice then- wee . had declared our Conſent for, 
if ſo bee that the State will entertain more then they are 
able-co paie, Nothing doubting bur all this mighe and 
would have wrought a fair. catteſpondence of the ſaid 
Deputies with us, and catſed theirs by a faithful report 
of our forelaid Reaſons and Mortives, eſpecially of our 
Yyy 3 great 
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great neceſsitic unto-their Principals, eahly to giſpole the 
ſame, That the forelaid diſ-banding of forces and leſſen. 
ing of charges, might, according to the antient order and 
old waie, © have ſpeedily been ſet a work and effected, 
Nevertheleſs wee not onely ſaw our felvs diſappointed of 
any ſuch effeAs, but on the contrarie, found ro our grear 
grief, that the paiment of thoſe charges which wee had 
conſented to as before, began to bee required at our hands, 
inſomuch that at laſt wee vyere conftreined to'declare unto 
the Generalirie, as alſo in Januarie 1650 wee had formally de- 
clared, that the Treaſurie of this Province vas not able 
any longer to bear the heavie charges impoſed upon them du- 
_ ringthe Wars, now the Peace had already continued ſo long. 
And whereas every Province hath libertie each year #0 
or not to conſent to the Petition addreft unto them by the Coun- 
cil of State; and likewiſe to accept of , or to excuſe'the 
charges therin propoſed, - according to every one's confti. 
tution and condition : and that the ſaid ſtate of War was 
knownly nothing ell, but a Petition of the Council of 
State, and ſo was tranſcribed and ſent- to the reſpeQive 
Provinces. That-wee finding the charges therein men- 
tioned to bee inſufferable for us, had found good there- 
fore to make difficultic, and to yield no further then our 
Provincial Advice formerly return'd, and ofcen renewed 
there did 1mport, and that conſequently wee: were reſo]. ' 
ved, in calc the other Provinces could not bee diſpoſcdto 
the like, to proceed to the execution of the ſaid Provyin- 
cial Advice, according to the contents thereof, within our 
ſelvs ;' it becing ſure that the before-mentioned Freedom of 
conſenting cannot pols1bly confift in a bare and emtie ſound 
of words, but in ſuch effeRual realities,” whereby one may 
hold himſelf free from paying ſuch cbarges, to the con- 
tinuation whereof hee hath cxpreſsly declared hee cannot 
conſent, Bur then the Deputies purring us in ſom 
they would ſpeedily bring in their Proymcial Advices upon 
our foreſaid propolals of ſaving charges ; wee again, for 
po | further 
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further (atisfation's ſake to all, ſuperieded the foreſaidexes 
curion for ſom further time, and at thexequeſt of thefore- 
(aid Deputies continued to delaie it krom time to time, nm - 

til at lalt in he Jarier end of March ang beginning \of \,april 
next followigg, their reſpe&tive Advices were pro : 
And notwithſtanding our hopes, that his forelaid High' 
the Prince of Orange of icmmonal memorie, would have 
uled ſom endeavors upon our ſerious and reiterated de- 
fires, with the (aid Deputies of the Provinces of their 
Principals, that the ſame might have conformed them- 
ſelvs wich our forclaid Relolurion; or however that his 
High' would fo have direted the mater; as that at leaſt- 
wile they might have accepted of his High' former own 
propolals made unto us Decemb, 8, 1649, Wee ſaw con- 
trariwilſe to our grief the matter {ſo carried, that the Pro- 
vinces remained tar beneath chem yer. 

Allowing onely 55 Foot-Companies and 12 of Horſ 
to bee disbanded, and the reſt of the Horl to bee reduced 
to 60 or 50 riders, and the altering of the Cuiralsiers in- 
to Carabins ; urging be(tdes all chis, that the caſhiered 
Rirmaſters and Captains ſhould till enjoie a penſion of 
1500 and 1000gilders relpeEtively ; the Lievtenants, Cor- 
nets and Eafigns thereia proportionably. And whereas 
thereby wee {ſhould nothing near have been able to ſave 
the Moitie of thac whereunto wee hid forborn our Con- 
ſear; wee again moſt ſeriouſly repreſeaced to his Hight 
the Prince of Orange the real Conſiderations whereupon our 
former Provincial Advice was grounded, with earneſt de- 
fire to approve, and yer to recommend and ſecond the 
ſame in dealing with che other Provinces ; which beeing 
denied by his High*, and the Deputies of the Provinces 
iofiſting and prelsing, that the ſame Forces, for whole 
continuance vee had not conſented, {hauld bee catertain- 
ed and paid by us, for the moſt part beyond our abili- 
ties ; Wee thereupon, according to the Riybt belonging to us, 


andin conformitic of our above-mentioned Declaration pre- 
ſented 
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ſented to the Generalitic in Januarie 1650 , began to con. 
fider , how and by what means wee might beſt and 
moſt conveniently elchewy the paiment charged upon us a- 
gainſt all right and equitie in prejudice of our Freed, andto 
the intolerable burthen of our good Commons, and con- 
ſequently co put in effect our former Reſolution of ſaving 
charges ; and yer before the effeRting thereof , the proj:& 


| beeing drawn, wee once more communicated with his 


High' the Prince of Orange , and the ſecond time deſired 
him hee would bee'plcaled ro conform thereunto, and 
help likevviſe to diſpoſe the reft of the Provinces to the 
like; and thereupon ſom likelihood appearing, and ſom 
hope allo beeing given, that his foreſaid High was abour 
to make a further Propoſition about the ſaid matter, 
which would bee of better reliſh yet unto us, then thar 
of Decemb. 8 abovelaid, wee again ſuperſeded the foreſaid 
intended Execution for a prettie white longer, and patiently 
waited for that ſame further Propoſition, until at laſt Mate 11, 
1650, the ſame was produced and tranſmitted unto us in 
Writing ; Concerning which wee muſt declare here, that 
wee could not hear the reading thereof without exceſiive 
amazement, that whiles wee had waited for a Propoſition 
more ſuicable to our account, and more contenting our 
mindes then was that of Decemb. 8 before-mentioned, in 
lieu thereof and clean contrarily, wee ſlaw how his High' 
leapt back there near the full half of his former conde- 
ſcenſion, beſides the adding of very grievous Conditions, 
and notably impairing or making worl the former, Pro, 
pounding namely therein, 

Firſt, the Disbanding of onely 55 (ompanies of Foot, without 
any Reduction ; whereby ( Note) there would 2675 men, 
or the one half leſs have been diſcharged then was pro- 
jected by his. own propoſal Decemb. g, 1649. 

Secondly, that the ( avalrie ſhould bee leflened by 20 Com- 


' Panies, the reſt beeing reduced to 60 Hort a Troop ; 


whereby ( Note ) 300 Horſ more would haye been re- 
teined, 
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tein'd beyond the former projet; and that beſides, the 
disbanded Officers ſhould have penſions allowed them, ac- 
cording to the foreſaid advice and proffers of the Provinces; 
and yet beyond thar, going about to engage us co that which 
is direRly againſt che Freedom of Conſents,and cannot bee yield- 
ed unto in any wiſe, That, viz, noother or further FeduHti- 
on or Disbanding of forces ſhould bee made before ſuch time as 
the Crowns of France and Spain were agreed, and peace made 
between them, and beforc the peace in Germanie ſhould bee 
ettled. 

. That moreover the Cairaſſiers ſhould be turned into Ca- 
rabins, and the moytie of the ſervice-monie taken off, on 
condition the fore-mentioned projefted ſlate of War bee re- 


ceived in manner as the ſame is framed by the Council of 


State , whereby anevv, all our affairs hitherto, and the 
Reſolutions of ſaving charges forrnerly taken and menti- 
oned, would have been rejeted at once, By all which 
wee plainly perceiving all ovr hopes of agreeing in this 
matter with his High* co bee cur off, and becing readie there- 
fore and reſolved to paſs on to the final Fxecution of the 
Reſolution taken by Us from time to time in this behalf : 
Wee nevertheles ſtaied our hands again, by reaſon of a new 


Propoſition preſented at our Aſſemblie by the Deputies of 


Leyden, Maie13, which differed from that of his High? of 
Maie 11, onely in this, 

That beſides the offered Caſhicring of 55 Foot-Com- 
panies, the reſt, which by the Government were ſtinted 
to 70 heads a piece, ſhould bee reduced to 60. 

And in like manner, that beſides che forelatd offer of 
Caſhiering 20 Companies of Hoyſ, the reſt, which by the 
Government were tinted to 60 Horf, ſhould bee reduced 
to 50. 

Bur foralmuch as wee began to perceiv, during the De- 
liberation upon this Propeition, that watters were taken 
up and prolecuted againſt us with a ſtrange zeal, and fin- 


gular eagerneſs, vinſomuch that wee ſtood in fear it might 
Zn =» burſt 
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burſt out into Extremities; to avoid all conftifions which 
threatned us, palsing by all former proje&s, and that of 
the Deputies of the Cirie of Leyden alſo in particular ; wee 
determitied to coform our ſelvs proviſionally with the adyi- 
ces of the ſix other Provinces, and thus ( Note) to agree 
with all chat which cheir Deputies, at ſeveral times, and 
eſpecially April 2 1650, had deſired of Us in our full Af. 
fetwblie, totidem Orbis, by the Lord Bronckhorſt, to wir, 


T hat in the firſt place no further Disbanding of Forces ſhould 
bee made, then what the Deputies of all the Provinces ſhall jomt- 
ly agree upm by the Reſolutions of their Principals ; and that as 
to the further points of ſaving (harges propounded by Us, the 


ſaid Deputies would attend the further Commands of the Lords 


their reſpeftive Principals, hoping that by proceſs of time ſam change 
of hbumors, and more facilitie would bee met with, 


Nevertheleſs, after reiterated inſtances thereupon made 
at the Generalitie Mate 28, and 29, reſpeRively, the fore. 
faid Proviſional Execution of the Provincial Advices of all 
the Provinces could not bee obteined by Us ; the Depu- 
ties of the ſaid Provirices urging us, wholly and once for 
all, to renounce all further purſuing or ſecking of Disban- 
ding, ReduQtion and other deſigned points of ſaving char- 
ges, and declaring therewithal , that in caſe of failing, they 
ſhould not give waie to our beeing disbudened fo far yet, 
as the reſpeQive Provinces had unanimouſly conſented to, 
by Reſolutions of their own State-Afemblies for them- 
ſelvs; whereby wee perceiving through their non-accept- 
ing of the foreſaid moſt reaſonable offer of ours, that all 
hope of accommodation was taken away, and wee ab- 
ſolutely necelsitated at lengei once, after ſo much anc long 
patience, to take a final courſfor the diſcontinuance of paying 
the Militia, for whoſe further entertaiorment Wee had not 

iven our Conſent; and to reſoly upon it, as alſo accor- 
dingly wee did on the 1 of June next enſuing chereupon; 
(t0 
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{to leav unpaid, and Withall to held for caſhiered ceytain Coms 
puanies Florſ and Feot ſtanding upon our own Repartition )' with- 
out nevertheleſs going: further , therein then the Deputies 
of Leyden had propounded laſt, afſuriog our felys, that there- 

the buſinels would have been tranſated in that man- 
ner, that none in the world would have contradicted it, 
or could haye don it with any ground or ſhevy of reaſon, 

Eſpecially none of the Deputies of the Provinces , in re- 

d wee were gon fo far to meet them, that even the 
lecond time, vee had offered and deſired , by proviſion, 
to do the ery thing , which was ſet down by their own 
advices, nay and formerly defired at our hands, in thar 
kinde, by cheir own Deputies. Neither by his Hiyh', 
whole project of Decemb. 8. 1649. would have dilchar- 
ged 665 foot-Souldiers more , and but 140 troopers leſs , 
and coaſequently in all, hor and foot comprized toge- 
ther, 52 5 men more, Nor by any Members of our own 
Aſſemblie, for that by waie of accommodation, vvee had 
conformed our ſelvs to the projet or opinion ot ſom few, 
which 'alwaies had ſhewed themſelys moſt difficult in 
the foreſaid buſineſs : and there beeing great Neceſsitie , 
our ſaid Reſolution ſhould bee made known to the Militia 
or the Officers thereof, leaſt continuing in ſervice , and 
afrerwards milsing their paic, there might bee cauſed 
mutinie or pers thereby ; therefore wee found good 
to give timely advertiſement thereof, where and ſo as the 
fame was requiſite ; communicating nevertheleſs again 
with his High* about it, and deſiring tounderſtand- his 
intention, to what fort of Officers the foreſaid advertiſe: 


ment might beſt bee directed. And finding ,. that his = 


High* excuſed himſelf , wee proceeded therein with char 
circumſpe&ion , and without conlideration of any: pers 
ſons, That vvee cauſed Writs to bee made to XX-XI 
Captains , becing our proportion in the 55 Companies , 
all Forreiners, and laſt or newvlieſt entertained in the Lands 
ſervice , rogether with 12 Ricmaſters, likewiſe our 'pro- 
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portion in the 20, .and thoſe allo of the neweſt or jat 
com, figaifying unto them , T hat after the expiring of the 
prejent month , they ſhould exſpef# no further Orders from Ow 
Commiſcioned Council, mar any further paiment from Us, for their 
reſpeftive Companies and, the reſt of the offices, ( as far forth as 
our ſhare in the foreſaid ReduRion extended ) according to 
the rate of the men whom wee avouch to bee reduced , and lift 
unpaid for the future. To the end that thoſe reſpective Ric- 
maſters and Caprains might haye diſpoſed of themſelys 
as was fitting , Onely, before the diſpatching of che ſaid 
Writs, wee would trie once more Jun. z. 1650: to reiterate 
our former offers , to the Deputies of the other Provinces 
at the Generalitie, with defire they would bee plealed to 
allow , That the State might bee duburdened by provifun of 
that wherem all the Provinces were agreed, and that the reſt 
might bee taken into further conſideration at leifure ; but all 
our endeavors were applicd in vain chere. For notwith- 
ſtanding all this, vee vvere given to underſtand, that con- 
trarie to all ex(peQation, immediately after the diſpatchi 
of our forclaid Writs , his ſaid High*, his Excell** the 
Stadtholder of Friefland and the Council of State, by a 
Mifrive of theirs, of Jun, 5. 1656 (beeing Whicſunday ) 
to all the Governors or Commanders, as alſo to the Rit- 
maſters and Caprains, or in their abſence to their Officers, 
lying in Garrifon within this State , interdified and forbad 
them all and every one of them, to obey any particular Writs 
Command of disbanding or reducing their Companies , but to keep 
them and their mes in goed order together, till further arder from 
the States General , or bis Bfigh* and the Council of State, 
charging every one, to govern bimſelf accordingly in this behalf, 
' as allo that ſelf ſame die, upon the temonſtrance made 
at the Generalitie, by his ſaid High' , his Excell** the 
Stadtholder and the Council of State, fom few there of the 
Deputzs, m their preſence, preſently determined , S 
That a Letter'of like tenor, mutatis mutandis, ſhould bee 
expedited in rhe Name of their High. Migh, to the end as 


before, 
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before, arid: withal a folemn Deputation or Comtniſsion 
ro all the Cities and Members of our Province, to per- 
ſwade them ( 4s was pretended ) by all conceivable Reaſons 
and arguments, that chey would refrain from all ſeparate 
or apatt-disbanding, diminiſhing or alcering of the Fotces 
in ſervice of and {worn to the Generalitie, 'and to aban- 
don that which may have been undertaken to the con- 
trarie , refetring and committing to his High*, in what 
manner and by what perſons, and in what number the 
ſaid Sending ſhould bee performed ; as allo in the mean 
time defiring and aucorifing his High* to take all requiſite 
order and to provide, that all may bee conſerved in good 
peace and quiet, and eſpecially che Union maintained and 
tecured, together with all things thereunto relating ; and 
on the.contrarie, to refit and oppoſe whatſocyer might bee 
attempted againſt ic, Whereupon enſned , chat his (aid 
High* next daie after communicated and gave notice to 
the Deputies aforeſaid. at the Generalitie, That in con- 
fideration of the imporrance of the buſineſs, his High' in- 
rended perſonally to go along in the ſame depuration, and 


by virtue of the befoce-mentioned autoriſation and com-. 


miſsion , natned and aſſumed to himſelf certain Lords , 
both from among their Hi, Mi, Afemblie it (elf, as of 
the Council of State, to bee deputed as aforeſaid, And 
norwithRanding chat ( by realon of the adjournment of 
our Afſemblie in regard of the Whitſun-holy-daies ) the 
Lords our Commilsioned Council, together with our 
Ordinaric Depnics ar rhe Generalitie, did remonſtrate by 
many reaſons , as well to his High* che Prince of Orange, 
as to the forelaid Deputies of the reft of the Provinces , 
on the one hand the growndleſſneſs of the foreſaid Counter- 
mand, and the troubles which were like to enſue there- 
fn, and on the other, the wwvarrantablentſs of che fore- 
ſaid Deputatim, and that thence, as from an Imovation, d1- 
rely againſt the order and form of Government no good 
| fruit could bee exſpeted ; dehiring that the ſaid Sending 
| | TAAM might 
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might bee waved and deferr'd, at leaſtwiſe but for a little 
time yet ; offcring therewithal co that end, to call our 
Aſſemblie together again , as ſoon as poſibly could bee 
don, that the matters which ſeemed to bee intended for 
to bee propounded to the particular Cities and Members 
of this Province, might bee repreſented ro them ; yer all 
this wrought nothing of that, which our Commiſsioned 
Council and Deputies at the Generalitie had hoped for : 
his High* notwithſtanding any thing that was or could 
bee alleged, departing from the Hagbe with the fore- 
mentioned aſſumed Lords, to execute their pretended Com- 
miſsion, which accordingly was performed ; though be. 
ſides the fore(aid remonftrance made at the Haghe, divers 
very ſerious and earneſt endeayors were likewile applied 
in their journey , by ſcyeral Members of our Province , 
and eſpecially by thoſe of Dort , Hazrlem , Delft and 4m- 

erdam , eſſaying by all manner of reaſons, to divert his 
High* from the further proſecution of that deſign and to 
diſpoſe him, that hee would bee pleaſed to return to the 
Haghe , where the buſineſs might bee tranſated in an 


. orderly waie. And though the {aid Commiſsioners were 


deſired and autoriſed no further in their Inſtruftion , then by 
all poſsible means of inducement and perſwalions, to 
work out that which they had given them in charge ; 
nevertheleſs they ſwarved not a little from that aim inthe 
execution, and particularly ar Dort (as by the Deputies 
of that Citie report was made ) uſed in their ſecond au- 
dience fuch a threatning language , as wee could not ſuffi- 
ciently wonder at, declaring there among the reſt, by the 
mouth of the Lord van Aertsbergben, in moſt ſharp, bitter 
and unſufferable terms ; That they the Lords Commiſsioners, 
could take: no ſatisfattion , in the dilatorie anſwer , retwned the 
daie before to bis High* upon the firſt Propoſition, and that they 
would not ſtirr thence, until the Lords of the Old-Council of that 
Citie had ronndly declared to them ( Commiſsioners) whether they 
Would com into the Wnion again, which they had deſerted ; and 

tal 
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wil they ( Commiſsioners ) had obteined from them a clear, ſhort , 
poſitive, categorical and peremptorie anſwer in Writing , to their 
delevered Propofitions. T hat the Lords of Dort ſhould likewiſe 
have made a prompt ahd effettual reparation , for the breach of 
the Unim, of Which , together with other Members of this Pro: 
vince, that had broke the Union, they had made themſelvs guitie, 
and were puniſhable for it in bodie and goods Ec. And mm caſe 
of further delaie of the ſaid reparation , hee the faid Lord 
Aerdsbergen declared, That they ( the Commilsioners ) ſhould 
tell them another tale yet : all which hath been reporced 
by the Lords Dcguties of the Citie of Dore aforeſaid, by 
a written Extract out of their Reſolution-book, Verbatim, 
and alchough, by reaſon of the foreſaid Depuration againſt, 
and in prejudice of our Eminencie and Soveraigntie, o- 
gether wich the foreſaid Commination, and divers other 
things thereabour, wee had cauſ enough given Us, to take 
once for all a clean other courl , laying aſide our long- 
ſuffering and patience, to expoſtulare about the proceedings 
aforeſaid, and to applie ſuch remedies againſt the ſame, as 
wee ſhould have found requiſite ; nevertheleſs , though 
there was a Proteſtation readie drawyn againſt the foreſaid 
Sending and conſequences thereof ; yer wvee again endea- 
vyored by all compliableneſs and fairneſs to rrie the laying 
by of the Differences, keeping reiterated Communication 
and Conferetices with his High' che Prince of Orange ; 
and, in good hopes of accommodation, continuing in the 
mean time the payment to the forces formerly refuſed ; 
beſides many bther inſtances applied to his High', co pro- 
cure ſuch a propoſition as yet might bee acceptable; but 
all in vain ftill and without any fruit. or effe&t ; (o that 
at laſt by ſom Members of our Aſſemblie, deputed to his 
High*, July 12. 1650, in a Conference with him, about 
leflening of the Forces, there was made another overture ori 
our part, in manner as follovweth, 

That 105 Companies ſhould bee diſcharged , on 


condition that the Officers thereof ſhould bee re- 
tained, 
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tained, with a Moitie. of their former Entertain. 
ments. | 

And in caſe the Deputies of the Provinces ſhall finde 
themſelvs obliged, ro communicate firſt with their Prin- 
cipals about it, that in the mean time, they would pro. 
ceed to ſuch a Disbanding, as they had order and War. 
rant for already. 

Thar there ſhould bee entertained one Companie of 
150 horſ; three, each of an 100 and 38, cach of 60 
Riders, beſides 50 Carabins. 

That there ſhould bee disbanded 26 Companies, and 
that the Officers ſhould remain , at half entercainments , 
whereby there- would have remained in the States ſervice 
2884 horl-men, and thus 44 more then by his High firſt 
propoſition of Decemb. 8. 1649. | 

And in caſe that nothing of all this ſhould bee ac- 
cepted. by the Deputies of the Provinces , that then it 
ſhould bee inſiſted, thar the Disbandiog ſhould provi- 
fionally bee effe&ed, according to our Writs to the Officers, 
by the Council of State. 

But notwithſtanding that this propoſition , for num- 
ber of horſ and foot, doth nothing neer, as appeareth, go 
ſo far in leffening them, as his High* himlelf had found 
good in the forelaid projet of Decemb. 1649. and that 
likewiſe our moſt reaſonable offer was in effe&t reiterated 
again hereby , wee beeing content , that the State ſhould 
by proviſion onely bee disburdened of ſuch a Number of 
forces, as all che Deputics of the Provinces were warran- 
ted by their Principals they might disband , yet his High' 
would not reliſh it ; but at laſt July 15. 1650. hee, to. 
gether with his Excell** the Stadtholder and the Council 
of State propounded unto their Hi, Mi. and thence was 
brought by report into our Aſſemblie a Certain Concil'atorie 
 Propoſitim, according to which , although there would 
have been kept in ſervice 160 horſ and 1670 foot-Soul- 


diers more , then his High* yielded too at firſt Decem- 
ber 
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ber 8, 1649. and beſides very large and unreaſonabl.pei- 
 fions allowed and continued to the diſcharged O j 
Governors of ſom Frontiers, Collonels, Lieytenant Collo- 
nels and Majors both horſ and foot, to the unſuppor- 
, fable ſurcharge of our Treaſurie ; nevertheleſs vvee took 
the ſaid Propoſition fo far into our conſideration , that 
wee appoirited a Committee of our own Members, ripe. 
ly to examin both that and the former of July 12, made 
unto his High', together with ſom other pieces relating 
to that matter, and having adviſedly conferr'd and ballan- 
ced them one againſt the other , to frame ſuch an Expe- 
dient of all, as the ſaid Members ſhould judg beſt, for to 
bring the work at length to an happie ſue , Which 
becing don , it produced July 16, this followving Cancilia- 
torie advice. 

That, not to varie and retrat, what once was 
don, there ſhould bee disbanded 55 Companies of 
Foot, 

That the Companies of 70 men ſhould bee reduced 
to 60. | 
That there ſhould bee disbanded 20 Companies of 
horl. 

That the Companies of. 60 horſ,; ſhould bee redu- 
ced to 50. 30. 1b. 

That che form or manner of disbanding ſhould 
bee referr'd to his High' and the Council of State. 

That the militarie Entertainments ſhould bee regulated ac- 
cording to the project preſented upon a certain occafion 
by our Commilsioners in Decemb. 1548, the ſame beeing 
a good deal larger and more adyantagious for the | mili- 
rarie Officers, then a certain other advice, projected in the 
month of July before. awe 

That the Field-Marſhal's Entertainnient in the fareſaid pro- 
j:& ſomwyhat regulated and contraRted ,, ſhould remain 
nevertheleſs as it was before, and as itis {er dovyn in the 


often-mentioned new State of War. 
Aaaa | That 
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That the diſcharged Kitmaſters ſhould enjoy an Enter- 
tainment of M. Gilders per an, 

The Captains of Foot-( opanies 700 Gilders per an. pro- 
vided both the '(aid Ritmaſters and Captains engage not 
in other Services ; and they ſhall. bee recommended to 
his High' to bee reimploy'd upon occalions ; but getting 
new employ or engaging ell[whcre in ſervice, their re- 
ſpective Entertainments [hall ſurceal, | 

Thar the Companies happening to bee wacant ſhall bee given 
upon the Nomination of his High* according to accuſto- 
med order, formerly uſed. 

That the Lievtenants of Horſ and Foot, (hall expire with 
the preſent incumbents. 

That the Cuiraſsiers ſhall bee changed into light-horſ , 
and that 3 of the ſaid Companies ſhall remain exempt 
from that change ; to wit, ewo of his High* and one of 
his Excell** Stadctholder of Frieſland. 

That the Lodging-monies ſhall wholly bee cut off, on 
condition of orderly and readie paiment made to the Soul. 
dicrie of their full wages. 

With chis now-mentioned Advice Conciliatorie, though 
much receding from all our former Reſolutions, and very 
lide differing from the laſt produced projet of the Coun- 
cil of State, all the Members of our Afſemblie, upon pre« 
cedent communication with their Principals about ir, had 
ſo far conformed themlſclys, that doubtleſs it vyould have 
been concluded on with one confent, but that the Lords 
of the Nobilictie, having deliberated aforehand about it 
with his Hight declared, they could not yield any further, 
then to the foreſaid projet of the Council of Stare , July 
15. 1650. And the whiles vyee had therefore deſired our 
Counſellor Penſionarie Fuly foreſaid 29, to change the 
forelaid Advice Conciliaorie, by leaving out ſom points, 
according to the Advice of the Members, into the form 
of a Reſolution, thus ro bee communicaced co his High, 
and conſequently preſented co the Generalitie ; and that 

by 
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reaſon thereof, the whole affair ſeemed now to bee 
brought to ſuch tearms, that there might have ſucceeded 
a ſpeedie unanimous Concluſion by all the Provinces, with 
content to his Figh'. | | 

There burſfted out moſt gunexſpectedly the very next 
morn, iz. Julie 30, . ſuch ſirange defiens , which vvee durſt 
not have thought upon without horror, viz, That fix Lords 
of our Sovereign Aſſemblie , becing deſired ro com to his 
High*, were upon arrival into his Chamber, deteined there 
under Guard, and afterwards carried away priſcuers by force 
of Arms, to the houl of Loevenſtein, and moreover the 
Citic of Amſterdam, becing the moſt conſiderable of our 
whole Provinces, and whoſe ſudden. and unexſpeRed 
ruine would evidently drawy on the undoing of the whole 
Land, was intended to have been ſurpriſed ſuddenly by 
the Forces of the State, conveied thicher with great ſecrecie; 
and what elf there hath paſt in purſuance of theſe enter- 
priles at that time, before the face of Our Selvs and all 

the world: | 
And thus having ſet down here the very Truth of the 
moſt material paſſages berwveen the Deputies of the Pro- 
vinces, his Highneſs and Our Selvs, touching the Saving 
of the Publick Charges, and leflening of the Milicia, hap- 
pened in the years 1649 and 1650, Wee are very  conf- 
dent it will moſt clearly appear thence, that there was no- 
thing inthe world don by Us in the whole catriage of 
this affair, but what according to the conſtitution of our 
Treaſurie wee were bound, and according to the Freedom 
and Right belonging to all and every one of the United 
Provinces,vvee were warranted to do, nay, that for accom- 
modation's ſake wee ſtill have yielded more and more, and 
from time to time made offer of raking and continuing ſuch 
charges upon us, as moſt evidently in proceſs of time, and 
without relicf, would have ruined Us and our good peo- 
ple together, putting all our hopes in Almightie God, and 
from Him alone exipeRing a good iflue at length in the 
| Aaaa 2 bnfineſs 
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buſineſs afarclaid ; and that on the contratie, little or no; 
thing bach been yielded 95 condeſcended unto by the De. 

[igs of the other Provinces ; but by his High* not one. 
ly nothing yielded, but on the contrarie , a- perpetual xe- 
coiling uled in our regard, 1 ſomuch that Complaints of 
the conyter working of ſom i ofFte ones , or inſalence and ſtub- 
bormneſs of ſom, Winch choſe rather to ſee the ſafetie of the Land 
from without, and the relt and quiet of the good people within 
to hee laid into @ hazardous ballance, then recede but one hair's 
bredth from their imbibed malignancie, wherewith the forelaid 
"Paper labar's to aſlperl ſom of our Members, may more 
yltly bee rerarted wpon thole pernicious and vile Counſellors, 
who, to latisfic their own private paſsions, ambitions and 
incereſts, baye beco che contrivers of all this, and inſtiga- 
ted the yourg Prince £ adyenture upon the deſigns and 
eatg&priſes aforeſaid. 

Nov that neyerchelels wee may a ligle more cloſely 
and particularly defend the: torcſaid buſineſs, or the points 
thereof, which are ſo odiouſly repreſented and traduced in 
the foreſaid Paper of his High', catituled, Reaſon and Motives, 
&«c. and withal refure as well the contents of the ſaid pa. 
per, as alſo diverl other Arguments upon leyeral occaſions 
made uſe of $6 aur prejudices and diſadvantage, 

Wee ſhall jn the firſt place, and before all things ſhew 
forth, That beſides the extreme neceſsitie, wee were (uffici- 
ently antarized and warranted ro with-hold and keep back 
the paying of the Militia, to the further entertainment 
whereof yyce had often. declared wee could not yield of 
conſeut , and that therefore the Writs and notifications 
thereof addrefied to the Ritmaſters and Captains of thoſe 
forces were rightly and lawfully iflaced by Us. 

Ang Secondly make it appear, That the Sending, decreed 

n that occaſion without our Conſent, nay againſt our wills, 
to bee made to' all the Citics and Members of our Pro- 
yince, Julie 5 and 6, 16x0, and performed likewile afcer- 
wards, was uelawful, dircly contrarie to the order and form 
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of Govenment, trenching upon the Eminence and Preragative of 
our State s-Aſſemblie, and. eſpecially derogating to the Freedom 
of the Deliberations of the reſpeflive Mambers thereof ; And 
yithal how grownd'eſs aud qmpertinent the Regſans are, which 
jn the fqrclaid Sending were made uſe of by his Eight 
and his fellup Conmiſsjours againſt Our foreſaid proceedings. 
And then in the third place wee ſhall evidence that the 
Enterpriſe upon the Citje of Amſterdam , undertaken Julie 30, 
1650, cogether with the Seizwe of the fix Lords out of our 
Sovereign Aſſemblie, commitred the ſame daic, and other 


pllages relating thereto, were an Attemt upn the Freedom, 
Em ud and Sovereigntie of our Province, direfly contrarie to all 
the Laws, Tights and Privileges of the ſame. | 

As to the firſt, it is a thing well known and obvious 
to any that hath but any knovvledg of the form of Go- 
yernment in theſe Countries, that from all antiquitie it 
hath been and {till is the Cuſtom, according to the order 
of the {aid Goyernment, that thole. of the Council of 
State of theſe Uoited Provinces, eyen before the exipiring 
of the year, ule ro conſider and weigh, what they con- 
ceiy, according to the occaſions and conditions of affairs, 
to bee-needfu} and requilite againſt the nexc, for the con- 
ſervation and defence af the Common Bodie of the State, 
comprehending all in que General Propoſition addrefled totheir 
Hi, Mi. and afreryyards tranſmicted co the reſpetive Pro- 
vinces, with the ſaid Council's requeſt, that they would 
bee pleaſed to grant, - and at the Generalitic to declare rheir 
Conſents upon the particulars therein conteined ; as Iikeywile 
the toreſaid Propolition is commonly called, The Petition 
gr Requeſt of the Council. 

And thus the ſaid Council of State, adhering to the 
forelgid fundamentals, and conformable to the old Maxims, 
did likewiſe Decemb. 8, 1648, draw up ſuch a general 
Propofition ar Fetition about the Charges of the enſuing 
year 1549, and preſented the [ame to their Hi. Mi. as for- 


merly, 
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Where the very nature of Requeſt or Petition inferreth, 
That thoſe to whom the ſaid requeſt is addreſt, have ab- 
ſolute Libertie to Conſent thereunto, or not, according as they 
ſhall finde good and think requiſite for the condition of 
their affair: And thus by lawful conſequence ſutable to 
to the known Order of Government among us, wee 
might claim and exerciſe the ſame abſolute libertie and choice 
of ©conſenting or not, to that which the Council of State was 
defired at our hands in their foreſaid Petition of Decemb, 3. 
1548, for the year enſuing 1649. 

And whereas, according to the old cuſtom, y þ was 
beſide the forcſaid Propoſition, as a part of the Mtition, 
or one particular point thereof, tranſmitted withal a pro- 
ject of the State of War for the year 1649, ( touching 
which fate of War there are likewiſe theſe very words 
inſerted in the Petition, Wee preſent the ſame to Yowr Hi. Ms. 
with defire, that yorr Hi, Mi, Will bee pleaſed to grant your Con- 
ſent therennto) it follow's again, that it was in our ſpecial 
choice to conſent to the ſtate of War therein compriſed, 
and the particulars thereof, eſpecially the main and principal 
touching the Mitia both Horſ and Foot, either totally, of in 
part, ſo as wee ſhould finde it moſt requiſite for the State 
in general, and for our Province in particular. 

Inſfomuch that wee beeing diſpoſed to make uſe of 
our Libertie therein, according to the order of Government, 
and eſpecially the 9* Article of the Union, as beeing a 
matter of charge requiring contribution of monies, vvee can 
nor may not bee over-voted in that caſe. 

Or it ſo bee that on the cencrarie ſuch a thing ſhould 
have been endeavored to bee put upon us , wee might 
have had libertie then to with-hold: thoſe monies or 
contriburions, and forbear them altogether, like as June x, 
1650, wee took ſuch a Zeſolution, ſpoken of before at 
large, and conſequently did well and juſtly for the pre- 
venting of confulion and mutinie, to give adyertiſement 
thereof co theſe (viz. Ritmaſters, Captains and other Mi- 

litarie 
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litarie Officers ) who otherwiſe, conceiving afterward 
they were to draw monies, would together witch the 
Souldiers under them, have been diſguſted in the higheſt 
degree, and that not without greae reaſon. 

By all which rational Motives, and from the conſe- 
quences of true and duly diſpoſed Premiſles, the ground- 
leſneſs of their Suppolition 18 evidently diſcernable, which 


would have drawn the forelaid Libertie of Conſents in regard 


of the Militia, into queſtion, 

Ic becing very remarkable beſides, to the further Confu- 
fion of ſuch ; That before the beginning of the Peace, 
that that very partie, which ſo fain would have ſcen the 
foreſaid yearly libertic of conſenting in theſe Militia-mat- 
ters, juſtled out, hath been very buſie about it for a whole 
tvyely month together, as the Regiſters of the Reſoluti- 
ons at the Generalitie ſhew forth, t!:ough all in vain, and 
without any ſucceſs, there beeing inſerted into the funds- 
mental Reſolution about the preliminar points before the Treatie

of Peace, Novemb, 16, 1646, thele expreſs words, T hirdly, . 


concerning the Militia it is found 200d and reſolved, that the ſaid 


Militia ſhall bee . fit'ed and framed according to the occaſions of 


times and affairs, and according to the antient cuſtom, there ſhall 
yearly a Petition bee made by his High, his Excell”* the Stadholder 
and the Council of State, and tranſmitted to the Provinces for them 
to deliberate thereupm about needful Conſents , and to return the 
ſame t0 the Generalitie, 

By reaſon whereof alſo wee alwaies were wont to re- 
ſtrain our Conſents which from time to time were granted 
by Us, upon the yearly Petition of the Council of State, and 
the flate of War, with this expreſs claul, That the ſame 
as meant and don for the time of one year, and no further , 
and never engaged or promiled further then for the yeat 
current onely, to take fitting order for the paying of out 
. Quote towards the Militia and other petitioned publick 
charges. 


After the quotation of which clear, (ignificant and ex- 
| preſs 
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preſs words, both of the foreſaid General Reſolution, and 
our own Acts of Conſenting, wee cannot judg our fore. 
ſaid firſt point ſhould need any further confirmation, 

Alchough ex abwndanti it might bee ſhevyed here, not 
onely that their Hi. Mi, in general have by ſeveral MiC 
lives, and particularly that of Decemb. 8, 1648, and Sep- 
temb. 27, 1649 reſpeRively, deſired of us, that vyee would 
yield our Conſents to the foreſaid ſlate of War; bur like- 
wile, that all the Provinces 1n particular have, in their 
reſpe&ive Provincial Advices upon the ſaid projected ſtate 
of War, not onely acknowledged the ſaid libertie of Cay- 
ſenting, but likevviſe themſelys plainly made uſe thereof in 
ſeveral particulars for their own advantage ; for proof 
whereot wee ſhall content our felys to produce here one- 
ly the words of the Province of Zealand, who in their 
advice returned upon the foreſaid ſtate of War having pre. 
miſed, that in the general Propoſition or Petition they pre- 
tended to haye their ute to bee leſſened or ſubſtracted 
from the whole mals or bodie of the State aforeſaid, they 
clauſ it with thele following formal words, declaring, T hat 
otherwiſe wee will not bee bound to conſent to any further charges 
or Petition, 

Whence indeed wee took occaſion to beliey, as alſo wee 
are till perſuaded, that the forelaid affair was agicated and 
advanced at the Generalitie, not according to the intention, 
or by the joint ating of the Provinces themlelys, whom 
wee perceiv to have been of one minde with us concern- 
ing the main, but onely by ſom few Deputies , ſecking 
ro currie grace and fayor from his High', or otherwile 
byaſſed by particular aims and intereſts of their own. 

Now concerning the Second point propounded above, 
namely the Sending, Julie 5. 1650, decreed and forthwith 
expedited to all the Cities and Members of our Aſſemblie, 
wee have therein obſerved a twofold unlawfulneſs and 
unbefitttingneſs ; the one in regard of the partic giving 
the Commilsion, or decreeing that Deputation; and the 

other, 
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other, in _relpe&t of the matter it ſelf, or the aim and 
drift wherefore the ſame was undertaken. 
As for the givers of the Commiſsion , The tnith is 
and may appear, by the Notals of the Lords preſent, in 
the Regiſter-book of their -Hi. Mi. chat «they were men 
in-ſuch a, ſcantling Number, chat three whole Provinces 
. were repreſented there bur ( Note) by fonr perſons ; ſothat 
wee could not ſufficiently admire, hovy ſo ſmall a nuns 
ber of Deputies ſhould dare to undertake the forefaid 
general aucoriſation, a matter of ſo 'great weight and con- 
{equence, together with the foreſaid never well ſucceeded 
Commilsion and Sending , without firſt ( as in ſuch 
marters of importance the uſual cuſtom is ) - beeing war- 
ranted and ordered thereunto by their Principals , or ha- 


ving underſtood their minds and intentions in that bes 
halt ; proceeding to grant and decree the ſame onely up- 
. on the Votes of five Provinces, ſo ſlenderly repreſented as 
ſaid is, againſt the Randing out” of the 'Deputi 
of the Province- of Gelderland, and the proteſtation of 
Ours. | 

Beſides this, that vvee are verily perſvraded,” there vvere 
divers yet among thoſe ones , of a contrarie opinion 
and meerly over-voiced by their fellovy Deputies; and 0- 
thers ſom, Which by reaſon of che preſence and (autoricie 
of his Higb* durft not ſe. | Sd ed. 

Inſomuch that eyen thereby , firſt it may eaſily bee 
judged, what is to bee held of the lawfulneſs ' of the 
forclaid Conclukons taken at the Genergfyie Jan. 3 and 6, 
aforeſaid. | Wee; x 
| And ſecondly it is conſiderable alſo, in regard of theſe 
givers of the Commiſion, that though the foreſaid Send- 
ing had be:n approved of, and concluded on by the Lords 
- the States General, or the Depuries of the- Provinces; cotn- 

pleatly inftrued and autoriſed thereunto, with unanimous 
conſent of fix conſonant advices (in regard our own 
Deputies could not join with chem.) nevertheleſs jc h

Which bkevviſe, was alwaics obſerved in theſe Coun. 
tries ; and- particularly allo by the Lord Stadcholder Count 
Wilkom Lodovick of happie memorie, and iJeputie for the 
Province of Frieſland in the year 1587, who underſtood - 
and declared it ehus, it regard of the Letters and Send- 
ings, by or in-the behalf of the -E. of Leiceſter, then Go- 
verhar and Captain General of: cthele United Provinces , 
addreſt-to the vtates of Oſtrrgo, Weſtergo and Sevenwolden , 
each, apart , beſides the eight fenced Cities of the Pro- 
vince, That the ſame Aft Was an extraordindriewaie of. pro-

® Wherefore alſo ſuch a Sending ought not to have been 
undertaken at all, eſpecially by luch , which are engaged 
by Oath, to maintain, ſupport and ftrengrhen, yea defend 
and prote& each others Freedoms, Rights and Privileges , 
by all convenient and poſsible means, and even with bo- 
dic and goods too, if need were, againſt all and every

Confederates, but to content themlelys that they are Mem- 
bers of that Province which is confederated with the other 
Provinces, Beſides chat it was in freſh memorie yet , 
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That in the year 169. the like Sending having been ge. | 
creed by the Geaeralitie to the Burgomalter and 36, Coun. 
cil of the Citie of Amſterdam,. when their Hi, M., Dep 
tics were ſheved there very pregnant reaſons, why - ſuch 
a kinde of Sending could not bee admitted by them, theſe 
ſaid Deputies departed and returned back again, with- 
-1 having had any Audience with the faid Coun- 
Cl, 

As otherwiſe alſo ſuch a kinde of Sending from the 
Generalicie co a particular a Member of any Province, is 
Without Example : beſides that it is a thing unheard of 
that their High Mi. ſhould ever have addreft, any Mi(- 
ſives,, or Letters, Acts or Ordinances, or any o- 
ther thing, diretly to any ſuch particular Member. 

Foraſmuch as all ſuch tbiogs muſt bee direed ftill to 
the States of the Provixcer, and in their abſence co their 
Commiſsioned Council or other autoriſed parties , relating tothe 
ſaid States ; with defire, if need bee , chat che ſame may 
thence bec lent to the particular Members or Cities ; the 
Gencralitie having no: power, in cale the ſaid States or thoſe 
autoriſed by them, ſhould forbear to ſend thoſe diſpatches 
to the places direfted unto, themſelvs to ſend the ſame, 
or others in their ftead, diretly to any ſuch particular 
Members ot Cities of the Provinces ; as .indeed not loog 
before the decrecing of this laſt Depuration , a very no- 
table example happened , conſifting therein , That there 
was a certain Maiſsive or Letter made teadic by their Hi. 
Mi. April 16. 1650. and decreed on the 20* enſuing, 
by the Generalitic, which beeipg ſent thus to our Com- 
miſsioned Council, with defire , that the ſame Miſsive 
might by Copies bee tranſmitted co the reſpe&ive Mem- 
bers of our Province ; alchough our ſaid Commiſsioned 
Council , having upon good and wreightic grounds re- 
ſolved, to delaie it, cill ſuch time, as wee fhould meet a- 
gain in a States-Aﬀemblie, and thereupon were deſired 
the lecand time by thhir Hi. Mi. for to ſend that Miſsive 
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as was delired, yer they would not take it upon them, 
as finding the ſame to bee contrarie to the Order of Go- 
yernment, and derogatorie to the Eminence, Autoritie and 
Prerogative of our Stares- Allemblie. 

; By reaſon whereof wee could not ſufficiently wonder 
at , Thac the ſame Aflemblie, which but in April be- 
fore had actually acknovvledged their becing uncapable of 
addreſsing themſelvs by their Milsive dire&tly ws par- 
ticular Members of our Province, ſhould in June next 
following forger themſelys ſo much, as not onely by 
Miſvives, but by a formal ſolemn Sending of ſo great Lords 
and Commilsioners, to addreſs themielvs unto the 
ſame Members and parcicular Cities of our ſaid Pro- 
vince. 

Which addreſs notwithſtandiag was ſo much the leſs 
to bee born with then the former, as the luſtre and au- 
tocitie of a Statdcbolder of fix Provinces , firengrhened by 
ſuch con(iderable fellnw-(ommiſsioners, belides the awe and 
power of a Captain Grneral of the United Necherlands, ac- 
tended with a train of about 400 militarie perſens, could 
not but much more perplex and intimidate the reipeRive 
Governors and Magiltrates, and conſequently allo, more 
prejudice and preoccupie their free. Deliberacions, chen a 
few dumb lines could have don. 

And as for the wunlawfulneſs and wunbefittingneſs which 
wee abſerved in the foreſaid Sending in reſpet of the 
matter ic (elf, or the Subjeft, drift and aim thereof , 
the ſame conliſt's therein , That the forelaid Sending was 
undertaken, not for to diſpole the Members and Cities 
of our Province: to the taking of a Reſolution , which 
mighe bee judged ſerviceable and advantagious for the Seate 
of the Land, but on the contraric to oyerthrow ſuch a 
Reſolution, already taken , after ſo manifold. Communica- 
tions and reports, as may ealily bee ſcen by what hath 
been ſhewed before , and which was taken upon full 


knowledge of the mauer, with all ripencls and maturi- 
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tie, and to the taking whereof Neceſsities unayoidablneſs 
had preſs'd and conſtrained Us. 

Which cauſed us to bee ſo much the more aſtoniſhed 
after, when in the forelaid Sending wee underſtood, and 
afterwards by the reading of the foreſaid paper entituled, 
Reaſons and Motives Cc. wee heard, That the matter was 

ropounded ſo, as if the Deputics of the Ciries , at the 
States-Afſemblie, had abuſed, and abufively informed their 
relpective Commons, and gon beyond the orders and 
good intentions of their Principals, whereas on the con- 
carie, it hath plainly appeared to us, by expreſs Declara- 
tions from the laid Commons , both at the time of the 
ſaid Sending and during the troubles enſued , and fince 
that, diſcharging their ſaid Deputies reſpeRively of all 
imputations ; That the ſaid Deputies have with all ſinceritie 
and faithfulneſs followed and executed that which was given them 
in charge by their reſpettive Principals , and eſpecially, about the 
point of ſaving the publick Charge , and in regard of the Delibe- 
rations upon the projefted State of War for the year 1649. «a + 
alſo the with-holding of the ( onſents for the paiment of a part of 
the Militia, petitioned for in the ſaid State of War, together with 
the execution of the "Reſolution taken by Us in that behalf, with 
other matters depending thereon , carried themſelvs anſwerably ta 
the charge and intention of their reſpefive Commons, their Prin- 
cipals, and ſerved and ſupplied the ſame from time to time, with 
exaFt, faithful and true reports of the advices and conſiderations, 
as well of the reſt of the Members m our Aſſemblie , as of the 
Deputies of the Provinces at the Generalitie , pro and contra, 
opened and mooved there, and in a Word don all, to the ſaid (om- 
mons their full intention , good content and abſolute ſatisfaFtion ; 
Without having ever ſhewed themſelvs to bee afted or inſtigated 
by paſsion or ill-affeftedneſs, but on the contrarie alwaies direfted 
the buſineſſes uprightly, ſincerely and unpaſstonately, and indeed as 
much 4s mn them late, by all fit means endeavored to tranſaFt and di- 
reFt all to the further ſecuritie of our dear»bought Freedom, together 
With the welfare of our dear Fatherland, and the common good of the 
State. By 
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By all ovhich veell-grounded Didattiols wee 
oe ſelys to have fully aid! Wbrindatidly Jil d wh wa

ever the power committed to them to Novi fices Without 
. the Conſent of the Provinces, or after the expiration of that 
time, wherewith the Conſents were limited , to' continue 
the ſaid forces in ſervice till , much leſs under pretext of 
the Oath taken from them io .the Name of. the *Com.. 
mon Union, to force obedicnce from them againſt the 
difficulties made by the Members of the ſaid Union, eo 
continue them in ſervice beyond ſuch a time. 

It beeing likewiſe evident by che manifeſt deduRion 
above, i wee. are charged with careleſſneſs for the ſafe. 
tie of the State without any ground 1n the world, whiles 
indeed on the contrarie all our aim and drift hath tended 
to the Reputation, Flanor and Sefetie of the. State, the Re- 
putatio conſiſting therein, that by a wiſe and providene 
managing of things care 'bee had co firengthen 'that /in 
time of Peace; which by the exorbitancic of war is weak- 
ned ; and the Honor that thereby may bee recovered, the 
ornament of a well-furn:ſhed ind well-ordered Treafurie; 
and the Safetie , it: ſelf therein, . that by means.of readie 
paiment a well-d;ſcipled Militia may bee entertained under\ 
complete Companies ; in lieu, that the negle& of ſuch a 
Management would caul a ting of the Government 
among friends, a further decaie of the Treaſurie, lowy e- 
nough already, and among the enemies much rejoici 
from an aſſured hope, that by our own regardleſneſs wee 
ſhall ſhortly bring that go pals our ſelvs, which all the

as-on the one fide ic could never bee anſwered to poſtert-

ted. As likewiſe the entertaining of Forces or other char- 
ges, more or beyond that the Revenues can defraic, mult 
nceds and unayoidably caul a decaie.in the Treaſurie, and

that decaie, moſt ſlow and doubtful 
lerting and dimi- 


' nothing ell" can bee exſpeted, bur a 
 niſhing in che Militia, and that which 1s worſ yer, 
| thoughts and purpoſes in them pf diſobedience and diſ- 

affeRedneſs, and. conſequently an aſſured diſorder and ru- 
inous confuſion in the State. Theſe Countries beeing withe 
all ſo fixated, that if che Treaſutie bee but in good con- 
dition for readie paiment, there may bee had forces enough 
at-any time of need. Beſides that the forelaid objeRion 
of careleſſueſe and too great a diminiſhing of the Milizia 
is made on the ave fide by him, whoſe own project in 
Decemb.- 1649, as was ſhevved above more at large, had 
yielded to a greater diminiſhing of the Militia then ours, 
and the disbanding of ING: and "on - —_ 
by thoſe chat d our defire of executing proviſionally 
the very thing, which formerly by advice in Wricing they 
had aſlented to, and by an expreſs Deputic ſpecially de- 
fired at our hands, that it might bee don. 

There beeing no Examples in the world to bee produ- 
ced, that ever wee ſhould have underſtood thoſe matters 
otherwile againſt our Confederates ; thoſe Reſolutions which 
were alleged to the contrarie, in as much as there was 


found good and approved by us, relating to matters of a 
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quite different nature, and particularly chat-ſom- provinces 
had cicher don contrarie to their declared Conſents, and ſo 
againſt the tie and obligation « undergon ; "or with- 
out preceding communicagion with the Confederates of 
cheir diſcontinuing,” gon about to eal themlelys by (e- 
cret and under-hand ReduQtion of forces ,- or ſom other 
courſ of {aving their charges. And whereas eſpecially to 
the end aforeſaid, there are produced the words of their 
Hi, Mi. Reſolution of Nov. 1. 1623, running thus, That 
no Provinces may of their own autoritie diſſmiſs' any companies 
Without precedent Communication and Reſolution of their Hi, Ms, 
and of the Council of State ; and if any thing happen to the con- 
trarie , there ought proviſion to bee taken againſt it by Auto- 
ritie- 

Wee cannot paſs by to ſhew herein particular from 
the Regiſters of che Generalicie, that as to the ſtate of War, 
for the forelaid year 162 3, preſented by che (ouncil of State, 
cogether with their general Petition co their Hi, Mi. 00b.10 
1622, the conſents of all the Provinces, | Frieſland onely ex- 

d, were already returned to and declared at the Gene- 
ralitie before the date of the forelaid 1 of Novemb. and con- 
ſequently before the raking of the forelaid Reſolution , and 
particularly that Gelderland, Holland , Zealand and Utrecht 
had don it together June 20, and Over-Iſſell, together with 
Groningben and the Omlands, on the laft of Julie ; and June 
21 all reſpeRively of the year 1623 aforeſaid. And where- 
as it is faid*in the ſame Reſolution, ' That diverſ Provinces 
made difficultie of paying their Companies, - and were putting them 
off from their Repartition ; it doth appear, that the ſaid diff 
cultic was made, and the ſaid putting off endeavored, by 
thofe Provinces which already before by their declared 
Conſents had obliged themſelvs to the entertaining of the 
ſaid Companies , wherefore alſo it is juſtly ſaid in the 
forenamed Reſolution, that againſt ſuch a praftice pro- 
viſion ought to bee made by Autoritie; becing that theſe and 
other examples of like nature, could not without reaſon 


bee 
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bee judged to have been contraric to the Union as where. 
by the ſecuricie of che State ſhould have been diminiſhed, 
inſt che expreſs conſents, and wichout . the -knoweledg 
the Common Bodie of the Hnion ; but whenas any 
Provinces ſhall have made known their diſabilitic of bear- 
ing the charges- aſsigned them 'by che Council of State 
' unto the Confederates, and then made difficuleie to con-+ 
ſeat again to the further entertaining of ſuch.charges which 
they are not able to bear, and ſo put off or with-held 
the paying thereof; Thea it is far from it that ever wee 
ſhould have mainteined in ſuch a caſe this to haye been 
ainſt the Union, that on the contrarie,” wee not onely 
have allowed of ſuch a diſconcinuance or forbearance; but 
likewiſe (if the Land's neceſsitie required it) helped to 
ſupport the-excuſed burthens with our own ſhoul- 
ders. 
It appeari diſtin& Reſolutions of their Hi. Mi, 
together with. Fel Regiſters, as well in the Generalitie's 
Chamber of accounts, as at the Checquer General , that 
h the defects of all the Provinces, (our own ane- 

ly excepted ) by reaſon that the ſame from time. to; time 
with-held their conſents, and conſequently alſo their [pai- 
' ments, in regard of ſeveral Companies aligned and char- 
ged upon them by the ſucceſsive ſtatings of the War, ſuch 
wake muſt bee caken up, that the ſame, for the 
reſpective Provinces Gelderland, Zealand, Utrecht , Frieſland, 
Over-Yſſell and Groningben, with the Omlands, beeing cal- 
culated, were found to amounce above a million of Gil- 
ders; the Province of Utrecht and Frieſland having belides 
that wvith-held: their conſents in the honeſt times of War. 
for many years together, the one in regard of the Caſt- 
Navie, or. the Sea-forces of this State, as neceſlarie for the 
ervation thereof as any ; the other in behalf of. che 
Subfidie for the Weſt-Indie.Companie, for the proteRing of 


the Conqueſts in Brafile, and reſiſting the perfidious torge 
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of the Partagals , * and- conſequently - contributed net a peril 
Aberend or the other reſpeQively. * = 
And cruly after that wee, through-our conſtant zeal 
for the common good, liad helped - ro bear"the foreſaid 
exculed'and refuſed burthens with" grear' readineſs ,” wee 
ſhould not have ex(peed, that when wee once, accord- 
ing to the example of our ' Confederates, were fain to laie 
down what wee were not able-to- bear any longer, and 
doing therein nothing elf but what the Freedom jreſeryed 
the Union doth warrant and enable” ns. and: all the 
Confederates reſpe&ively ; wee ſhould neverthelels' bee 
held liable ro perform even-impoſsibiliries ; and' that af- 
ter the Peace purchaſe] wee ſhould have Libertic diſputed 
us, which during the War was never ſcrupled to the reſt 
of the Confederates ; atid before the Wars could not bee 

denied by the Princes of the Countries themlſelys. 
all which Arguments it beeing. (ufficiently aſſerted, 
that in the buſineſs aforeſaid wee proceeded not other- 
wiſe then wich full Communication” with our Confede- 
rates, 'nor did any thing but what our difabilitie, cauſed 
by our unwearied zeal'for the preſervation: of the State, 
neceſsitated ns unto ; "and that which according to our

The ſame Freedom conſiſting chiefly and. principally 
therein, that! wvee, . as. the ProteBars of owr goo! Communs, and 
" beeing ſer over. them. as Fatbers or Guardians oves:their Chil- 
drin or Orphans, {ball not bee ſurcharged againft wr wil with 
unſufferable burthening of, our SubjeRs , eſpecially when 
wee .do knowr, | that without - any-diflervice of the Land 
they may bee: caled thereof , 3s likewiſe the. grievance of 
the-tenth and twentieth penie, endeaypred. by the King of 
Spain to bee introduced, malgree our forefathers. the lawful 
Governors of the Land, gave juſt caul: of, and was a great 
ingredient in the raking up arms agaialt him,. and afcer- 
wards abjuritgg his Dominion: over 4us.: whenas wee for- 
merly ſhewed at large, that the. foreſaid whole bulineſs 
was taken in hand by Us upon this ſole occafion , that 
wee would not charge qur (clvs and poor Commons with 
ſuch burthens as wee judged, accordingto the forelaid con- 
ſtirution-of-tirhes-not tabce very neceſlarie. 

And another thing wherein this: Freedow doth likewile 
eſpecially. con(iſt, beeing this, that the Reſpeive Commons or 
Commonalties of the Cities , cach' within chemlelys and 
their Deputies and Commilsioners at our State s- Aſſemblie, 


ſhould hold their Deliberations and utter their advices freely, 
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without beeing avved,. hindred or moleſted therein, in

All the ſaid proceedings beeing likewiſe direRly againſt 
all tbe Laws, Rights and Privileges of the Land; both in re 
gard that the foreſaid Arreſt and detention was don by 
them, who, though all the cbarges of the foreſaid Paper 
againſt the Perſons had been as true asthey are not, were not in 
any Warranted or qualified to do ſuch a thing , and 
beſides wichout any ſhewy of proceſs, or form of Juſtice, and 
without any - foregoing information, and more eſpecially yet 
that the cartying away and. incarceration of them in the 
houſ of Loevenſkem was don without any precedent ſen- 
tence or judgment gon in that' regard ; without cogniſaxe 
of the matter, without hearing, without plea, without Law, 
onely by bare force and meer roiolence. | | 

Whereunto is to bee joind, 'that both the foreſaid /ix | 
Lords, and ſom others within the Citie of Awſterdam, were

The Point of the New State of War beeirly likewiſe

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of Amſterdam, and ſeizure of the ſix Lords ; But Frieſland and 
Gags with the Omlands iohſted (bl wich: great caggr- 
nels for the Amneſia; And thoſe of Halland were (o 
indiſpoled or unreadie for it ; that on the 29, aforeſaid 
there was a Recels made, and the Aﬀſemblie adjourngd 
to the 7. of Auguſt, againſt vwyhich cime the Provinces crook 
upon them, preciſely to meet here agia ; it beeing 
found good, that in the mean time, the Conference Con- 
ciliatorie ſhould bee revived again about che remaining and 
naceſolyed points ; all the Provinces haying undertaken, 
that againſt che foreſaid time, they would declare finally, 
upon the projects abour deciding the differences, which 
might at any time ariſe among the Proyinces ; and {0 
likewiſe upon the Amneſtia or Oblivion, of the thiags 
happened in the Land the laſt year 1650, and upon the 
Liſts of the Gorriſas to bee lefe both within and without 
the voicing Provinces, Nevertheleſs it was Friday firſt , 
the eleventh of Auguſt before the Great ie met again, 
at which time the Council of State broughe in their fur- 
ther advice, daed A4uz.

voicing Provinces, the Forts of Bourtang, Bellingwold , and 
Lang acker-ſconce , as alſo Coeverden , and in the other Liſt, 
of places within the voicing Provinces, Axel, Newſen, 
Biervliet , Lillo and Liefkens-hoeck. As for the Forts of 
Bourtang , Bellingwold and Lang-«cker-ſconce , the ſame laie 
not in, or within any of the yoiciag Provinces , as nei- 
ther Coevorden, lying in the Countrie of Drent, and in that 
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regard juſtly placed in the Liſt without the voicing Pro- 
vinces- ; then concerning Axel, Newſen, Bieryliet, Lille 
and Liefkens-boeck, becing pur upon the Lift of the voic- 
ing-Province of Zealand, tt muft bee underſtood, that this 
was don, not for that the ſaid places laie in or within 
the Province of Zealand, which indeed could bee (aid of 
none ; but ; becauſ that Province, having otherwiſe but 
ſery' Garriſons, the Companies of the forelaid places, might 
fery' them for the more 'commodious Execution of their 
Civil adminiſtrations and commands '; without any intention 
notwithſtanding, thereby to prejudice the Generalitic , bur 
as the Lords of Zealand had heretofore in time of War 
the overſight over the five forenamed places , as well for 
beſetting and fortifying thereof as otherwiſe ; fo likewiſe 
had the Provinces of ' Frieſland and Groninghen with the 
Omlands together with the -Lords Stadtholders of the ſame 
Provinces, the overſight over the z firft-named Forts, both 
for the beſctting and-fortifying thereof as otherwiſe ; in 
which regard it is propounded and preſt in behalf ofthe 
3 foreſaid reſpeQive Provinces, that thoſe places ought to 
bee continued to them , foraſmuch as they are reſpeRive-

Thoſe of Fblland were much deſired by them of

Lord a 
Sammer/dyck, whole cal bred molt of the Difficulties ,

jets Inhabitents thereof, did not diſable themlelys, to exer- 
cile reſentment againſt their own Subjefts , - which aimed 
principally at the Lord van Sunmerſdyck , becing nor able 
to forget or diſgeſt, that any one ſhould bee a Member of 
their own Aſſemblie, and nevertheleſs do ſuch fervices to 
the Stadtbolder and Captain Genera , as were fo much pre- 
judicial to the Aſſemblie , 28 they maintairied. Bu chey of 
Frieſland maintained the concrarie in that fort , that Auguſt 
18, they declared, 

They ſavy well cnough, that amidſt the affairs of that 
illuſtrious Aſlemblie, ſom pafrias began to plaic their pare, 
which cauſed them to fear, the aim of chat folema 
meeting, which bad been to lr Diſcord into Carawd, 
and Jealowfies inte a more firm and confident Correſpondence, 
would fail them , or at leaftwiſe not hit the main poine; 
and therefore out of zeal to the publick and common in-

tention of ſom of the chief Members of Holland it (elf ; in effe& 
is all oneand the ſame (by reaſon of the words, againſt 
the other, as above ) with that they brought in three weeks 
ago : containing fair words, bur little in operation to 
that which an Amneſtia or oblivion ought to comprehend: 
the reather , becauſ” that 'none-can- bee excluded in par- 
ticular , but the reflexion. will light upon the Provinces 
themſelvs , which decreed and ratified the Reſolutions , 
pretended to haye been the cauſ of all the Troubles, though 
in truth they had an other Riſe, as is well known to 
this Aſſernblie, And as then the Comiſs:oners for the 
Province of Frieſland, could not remember (and the like 
they were perſwaded of all the other Provinces, to have 
don or committed any thing, which could give waie to 
ſuch a Relation as the Ac of the Lords of Hblland , yeſterday 
preſented, did contain ; The Lords of Friejiand having 
had no other meaning, but that all,” even imagined and 
ſuppoſed faults, how or by whomſoever committed , 


might bee oblicerated and buried in oblivion, for to en- 


creal the reputations of the United. Provinces jointly , ſo 
much the more . with their Friends, and make their Con- 
fideration ſo much the more formidable - among their 
Enemies. Therefore they , the Commſsioners of Frieſland 
deſired the Lords , of Holland, that at length- now, they 


would bee pleaſed ro complie with the drawn Reſolu- 


tion of the Amneſtia, as it was preſented Fuly 22 laſt, bee- 
ing the ſame would not onely agree well with the Pro- 
| poſition 
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poſition the Deputies. of Holand made before the Aﬀem 
blie' in- the reſpeQive- Provinces, but moſb confonanthke- 
wile to the gratulation and velcom. reception. theyifaund 
at their arrival here. 

In caſe of default, the Camilſsioners of Frieſland inſtan- 
ced, They were conſtrained to declare, That many points, 
otherwiſe-tranlacted at this Board , could: not! bee! accep- 
table nor grateful to their Principals ; and: therefore they 
defired , That in regard of the, affairs of this. Aﬀemblie, 
it ſhould bee entred in their behalf, T hat they touldchee 
guiltleſs of all the inconveniences Which through the negleft' of 
ſuch a Chriſtian Requeſt , might in time enſue- ; bering reſolved 
to aſsiſt this Aſſemblie no longer then the end. of that” weeks 
Som would have had this proteſtation ſerved in with har- 
der and ſharper terms, as, that the Province held all-the 
Tran{aftions here for null &cs but the greater part found 
it not good, to appear (o eager in this particular Provin- 
cial buſineſs ; bur advited the Lord of Sammerſdyck , by 
ſom good means or other to eadeavor giving Content to 
the Aflemblie of Holland ; as was don Fikewrle, innman- 
ner following ; whenas Auguſti 19, the Lord Countellor 
Penftonarie Cats, declared, in the name of the Nobilitie, to 
the Lords thi States of Holland, that, for the preventing of 
further difturbance in the Province of their N. Gr..

Commilsjoners in the con- 
ference Conciliatorie, with that proviſo nevertheleſs, that the 
20" Article, ſpeaking of the Solicitors, ' could not as yer bee 
put-irr praftice with them according to the prefent con- 
ſtitution of the Province of Grainghen and Omlands; ne- 
vertheleſs they ſhall bee careful, char' after the deceaf of 
the preſent Solicitors, no Ritmaſters or Captains ſhall bee 
_ Charged with Clerks of greater Entertainment then is al- 
lowed by the ſlate of War ; they would likewiſe take 
fuch order for effeRive paying of the Souldierie Norſ and 
Foot, that no juſt complaints ſhould bee preſented to the 
Council of. State in that behalf. Wirhal they conceived, 
that the Provinces of Utrecht, Over-Yſſell, Groninghen and 
Omlands might juſtly claim and enjoie their Right, accord- 
ing to the example of other Provinces, of ſending each 
one Commiſsioner more into the Council ; it ſtanding 
not with reaſon, that a more contributing Province 
ſhould have leſs, or not ſo much to faie in a Court or 


Council of the Generalitie as ' one that contributeth 
leſs. 


After that the Amneſtia or At of Oblivie Was unani- 
mouſly agreed ro and conſequently printed, proclaimed 
and publickly afhixed, as follovweth.

full content of all the United Provinces, happily ended ; T bere- 
fore the reſpefive States of the Provinces of Gelderland, 
Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, Frieſland, Oyer-Yſlel and Gro- 


ninghen with the Omlands, for to eradicate the thoughts of 


the foreſaid diſtempers ont of the remembrance of both the preſent 
and future Ages, and to make the foreſaid Bond of Concord, Love, 
Confidence and Afﬀettion the fafter and mdiſſuluble, and therewith 
tv conclude this lluftrious and Great Afſemblie of the joint 
Confederates have declared, and do declare by theſe, that nei- 
ther now nor ever they ſhall or will remember any thing bappen- 
ed in the fore ſaid year 1650; nor ſhew any reſettment' of the 
matters aforeſaid againſt any Provinces, Perſons or Houſes in ge- 
neral or particular, bowever qualified ; but on the contrarie for- 
get all, as if the ſame had never bappened ; bolding to that end 
the foreſaid Reſolutions of Jane 5 and 6 aforeſaid as not taken, 
and Withall for null and invalid ; as likewiſe whatſoever by coir- 
tur and" purſuance thereof was don. And for further confirmation 
. of whatſoever is ſaid before, there ſhall bee put out , raged and 
taken forth out of the publick Regiſters 4s well of the Generalitie 
4s of the reſpeftive Provinces, all the Reſolations, Afts and Agi- 
tations taken in bebalf of the matters aforeſaid, and inſerted there.

Mj, and heartie thanks 
were returned to the reſpeRive Provinces fort the good 
care, ſeriouſneſs and zeal, which during thele importance 
Deliberations they had contributed and teſtified for the 
good of the Comm States intereſt ; as likewiſe God Almigh- 
tie the ſource and fountain of all good praid and beſoughe 
from the inwardſt bowels of all their hearts and reins, 
that hee would bee pleaſed according to his fatherly good- 
nels and undeſerved mercie to keep them knit together, 
and bleſs the ſtate of theſe Countries with all Benediion 
proſperitic and welfare, and the Governors thereof eſpe.

«The great Aſſemblie beeing ended in this manner, there 
remained divers points of leſs concertiment, - or bur im-

chem buſie to-near the end of the year 1651, aseſpecially 
the granting of leay for abſence to the Militarie Officers, 
whilſt ſom of che Officers, againſt the AR, engaged them- 
felys in forrein ſervice," others, and particularly the French, 
Engliſh and Scots beeing-delirous in this time of peace and 
brexthing, to viſit their own Countries once. '' The States 
General maintained the right of diſpoſing herein to belong 
to:them, by ſuch reaſons as they ſent unto the Provinces 
Niov.'40, whereof more {hill bee ſaid anon, The Council 
on-the other fide claimed it to themſelys, proteſting the 
one againſt the other. For Accommodation whercot there 
were propounded ſeveral Fxpedicnts.: as, 

- That Leavs ſhould bee given by their Hi. M5. and likevviſe 
by the (omncil of State, the one giving notice thereof to 
the other, and both Afemblies ſhould keep exat Rept- 
ſters thereof; -provided that neither ſhould grant- leay to 
to him that vas refuſed by the other. 

That Leavs ſhould bee ſought at and given by both 
Aſſemblics, but none ſhould pals for current or valid but 
that which hath che Scals of both. 

That their Hi. Mi, alone ſhould give the Leavs upon 

ectdent advice of the'Council, which ſhould bee ſealed 
likewiſe by che ſaid Council, which they might not- re- - 
fuſe; and that to this end*the - Council. of State ſhould 
turn: back to their Hi, Mi: all che requeſts preſented cothem 
in'that behalf, s 

That 
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That one daie in the vyeek ſhould bee appointed for 
to examine the requeſts of that nature by a Committee of 
both Aſſemblies, and to adviſe their Hi, Mi. whether the 
defired Leay ſhould bee granted or not ; and that the 
Leavs to bee given ſhould paſs in the name of their Hi. 
Mi, and the advice of the Council of State co bee witneſs 
by their Sealing thereof, - | 

That che like cumber of Members of both Aſſemblies 
might. bee autorized for to diſpoſe of theſe Leav-givings, 
and that the grants then after report made thereof, ſhould 
go forth in both their Names, and under both Seals. 

That no Leavs ſhould bee azked but of their Hi. Mi. 
who ſhould have power to refule the ſame, or elf ro put 
it off to the Council of State for-to diſpoſe therein; and 
in caſe the ſaid Council did yield unto .it, that then they 
ſhould go in the name of the Coundil alone, but yer nor 
bee valid, ll firſt chey- vere confirmed by the Seal of 
their Hi.

And afſoon as the one or.the other of theſe waies 
ſhould bee liked and determined, that then notice ſhould 
bee given thereof to the Provinces, with delire that thence- 
forward they would give. no. Leavs themſelys, but by 
waie of annexing theirs to the Leay given by their Ni. 
M4, or the Council of State; in:ſuch « manner as ſhould 
then bee found good to bee: granted, for to ayoid aontu- 
fion and diſorder, which el{ would hardly bee avoided. .

The Council of State was alſo ſummoned again and a-

But by reaſon that through the abſence of many the 
Council was very thin and uncomplete, they excuſed and 
declined it till, until Decemb, 1. chey brought in their Con- 
fiderations upon the ſaid Inſtruftions ;- ſhewing , that ſom 
points thereof were not prafticable according to the letter ; 
as alſo chat thence would follow much remifineſs or ſhow 
proceeding in the affairs, and therefore no [mall diſſervice 
to the Land. 

Wherefore they defired, that before the paſzing of their

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Oath they might enter -into conference with Commilzio- 
ners of their Hi. Mi. about thoſe difficulties. 

But receiving no anſwer hereupon, and beeing preſſed 
anew, with the ſooneft to com and take the Oath, they 
judged it neceffarie to draw up in writing the Canſidera- 
tions, which in preſence of his Excell** Cont William of 
Naſſaw Stadtholder, they had obſerved upon ſeveral Articles 
of the ſaid Inſtruftions, wherein they found it too difficule 
for them to yield performance accordirg to the letter, 
without mon the erue ſence of them by further inter- 
pretation ; proteſting beforehand that they were ſorric 
they muſt repreſent it in this manner, beeing conſtreined 
to it for the quiet and ſatisfaftion of their mindes, which 
indeed might well haye been prevented, if ſo bee that ac- 
cording to the 24 Article of the Old Inſtruftion, the al- 
teration or change thereof bad been made with the knowleds and 
advice of the Council of State, according to the plain words 
of the ſaid Article ; but novy the Council beeing paſt by, 
contrarie to the plain rext of the foreſaid old fworn In- 
ſtruion, they found, that without ſcruple they could not 
ſafely ſwear nor duly execute the ſaid New Inftrui- 
ons. | 

They ſaid, the Second Article required, T hat the Lords 
of the Council ſhould have their firm Reſidence at the place 
of their Aſſemblie ; this the Council held ſerviceable 
indeed for the State, if it could bee put in praRtice by the 
Lords ; but ſom declared they had taken the Commiſsion up- 
on them on other terms ; and thoſe which were ſent 
hither from the Provinces but for the ſpace of one or two 
years, beeing abſent novy, they would finde themaſelys put 
to a great deal of inconvenience, to quit therefore their 
habitation in the Provinces, and to tranſport their whole fa- 
milies bicher for ſo ſmall a time.

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dreſsing firft the one and other exorbitancie in the Pro- 

vinces, and reducing all to an Uniformitie, it was in yain 

preciſely and duly to effect the reft upon or againſt the 

Souldierie. 

To the 21, where is ſaid, how the Orders ought to bee 
figned, they obſerved there was omitted, that the Secretaric 
of the Council ought to fign the ſame likewiſe, which never- 
theleſs wwas expreſled in the enlargement of the InftruQion 
for the Receiver General, ſaying, That none ſhould bee 
paid otherwiſe , but . beeing Hhgned allo by the Secre- 
tarie. 

The 22 they ſaid did moſt concern the Courts of the 
Admiraltie, who had the diretion of the Receits for Con- 
voys and Licences, and accordingly ought to take care, 
thac none indebted that waie, may ſeek to exemt himſelf.

The Council found the 28 needful enough, and ſhould

farmings , Beeing they were things uſed and enjoicd from 
al} antiquitie. 

The 46 Articl; they faid, was taken, according to the 
old Inftrutioa of the year 1538. , when as there were 
three Secretarits appointed for the Council of State each 
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with an Entertainment of 3oo Gilders per an, And three 
Secretaries there were then, becaui the Council in thoſe 
times was fain, according to the occurcences 'of affairs to 
divide themſelvs, ſom bere, ſom in other Provinces and in 
the Leagewrs ; where the Secretaries had all the Diſpatches, 
wich te profirs and emoluments thereof : they beeing 
dead, there vyere no others pur in their' rooms , ſo that 
ſince the year 1605. all was lookt to by one Secreterie : and 
accordingly his entertainment was augmented , and hath 
been above theſe 3o years enjoied by the redecefſors of 
this preſent Secretarie, wiz. up to 1400 Gilders : as may 
bee ſeen by the State of War in Anno 1528, whence this 
is extracted. 

The preſent Secretarie ( they ſaid ) had remonſtrated to . 
the Great 4ſſemblie his 44 years ſervice, 1n ſeveral quali- 
ties, and having been Secretaric. for above nine years, did, 
upon good grounds, then ſpecified , ſue for an avgmen- 
tation of the forelſaid Entertainment of 1400 Gilders , 
which requeſt of his was by Reſolution of July laſt 21, 
returned to the Diſpoſition: of the Ordinarie Aſſemblie of 
their Hi, Mi. Therefore che Council ruſted, and did re- 
commend to their Hi. Mi. that they would bee pleaſed, 
to take it into ſuch conſideration, that inftcad of lefſen- 
ing the Entertainment ic may rather bee ſomwhat amen- 
ded, and hee not diſcouraged, but rather cheared and ani- 
mared in his faithful ſervice. 

To the 49. they {aid, That the Comnter-Seal was 
wont. to, bee kept by the Lord Preſident in the 
Council, but in regard of the troubleſomnels, there beeing 
ofrimes divers Commilsioners and other Diſpatches to bee 
Sealed, without the Councils fitting , the Seal was there- 
fore committed to the hands of the Secretarie of the 
Council, who kept che fame in a peculiar Box under lock, 
within the Conncil-chamber, and delivered yearly a pat- 
ticular Liſt of all the ſealed Difpatches, and the dues -re- 
ceived for the lame, together with luch monies as were 
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efnploi'd there for publick buſineſſes, though bur of ſmall 
importance ; This (they Taid') had been in-uſe thus for 
many years, and that if any alteration was deſired there- 
in, the ſame might bee don ; but ic was worth confſide- 
ring , whether this ſervice and troubleſomneſs ſhould bee 
undertaken gratis, 

To the 51. they aid, they referr'd the ſame to Artic. 35. 
whereby this alſo might bee conſidered of: 

The 52. they ſaid, was conform to the 6*" of the 'old 
Inſtrufion, which had it 'been thus followed, the Council 
was of opinion, it would have produced ſo good a fruic 
from the praftice of and advice for any alteration, that 
they might haye taken the oath in behalf thereof , with- 
* out ſ{cruple, *and ſhould not have 'been troubleſom now 
to their Ni, M1. with this Remonſtrance, Truſting never- 
theleſs, chat there will bee ſo good a regard had unto it, 
as that the Council may ſwear to the Taſtruion without 
ſcru"le, and perform and praQtiſe the ſame with tranquilitie 
of minde, to the beſt advantage and ſervice of the Coun- 
trie, which (they ſaid) was their onely aim in all 
this, 

And thus the taking of the Oath upon the ſaid In- 
ſtrution, was put off for that time, 

As for the Lords, which henceforvyard were to bee 
employ'd in the name and behalf of the Generalitie in 
any Ambaſsie, Commiſion or any other Deputation, of what na- 
tare ſoever , whether within or without the Land , it 
was decreed alreadie Auguſt laſt 10. that they fhould bee 
. prohibited and forbidden to receiv any Foneraries , gifts or * 
preſents from any at any time, neither themſelys, nor by 
any other dire&ly or indireftly , in what manner or un- 
der what pretext or title ſoeyer, of what qualitic and how 
{mall ſoevcr the ſame ſhall bee ; all upon pain of infamie 
and incqpableneſs of any Charges, Employments , Offices or Bene- 
fits whatſoever, for ever ; and that likewiſe the ſaid Ne- 
ceivers or Accepters of preſents , ſhall ipſo fafio bee and re- 
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main deprived of all ſuch Charges, Employments | Offi. 
ces and Benicfirs, as thefts they rtiny have , 'enjoie' or bee 
inveſted with ; and all this withour any conmivance , 
mitigation or moderation,, beſides other arbitrarie piiniſh- 
ment to bee inflicted upon them : of which Reſolution 
Copies were ſent to all che publick Miniſters employ'd at 
prelent in behalf of the faid Generalicie, in any Ambaſsie 
Commiſion or Deputation as well within as withoug the 
Land, for to govern chemſelys according to to the Contents 
of the ſame, without failing in the leaſt particular, 

Next daie the Lord Wimmenum, prefiding as the Aſſem- 
blie, hee offered to their Hi. Mi, confideration, whether 
according to their former Reſolution of Ob. g. 16 z8. 
the Commilsions of the Lords Deputies from their Hi. 
Mi. going for Flanders, to renew the Magiſtrates there : 
as likewiſe the 'Lords Commiſcimers for deciding going to 
- Meftricht, ought not to bee performed hereafter withour the 
charge of the Grerdlitie , by the ordinarie laies reſpe&ively 
aſcigned thereunto : bur it was onely found good , thac 
the ſaid Deputies ſhould regulate chemſelys according to 
the appoicitments determined July 18. by the great Aſſem- 
ble, for the vacations and Journies or Trayelling Ex- 
ſpences. | 

After that, Septemb, 16. it Was agreed, that all ſach per- 
ſons as ſhould bee put in any charge or office , by teic 
Hi. Mi. the Council of State , che Generalicies Chamber 
of accounts, the reſpeRive Courts of the Admiralcies, the 
Councils of Brahand atid Flanders reſpeRively, as likewile 
by the Court of the Yryen at Sluys , ſhall bee demanded , 
whether they had ſeen and conſidered the AF againſt Cor- 
ruptions publiſhed July 1+ of this year 1651. if-not , that 
before the ſearing of them, che ſame ſhall bee read be- 
fore them, and they further demanded, wherher, for the 
getting and — of the ſaid office or employment,

Tihant remained within , but Landsbergen came 
forth, thinking to quiet the Cirizens with his gravitie , 
which fell out contrarie , for hee got into ſuch a throng, 
that once hee was quite under- their feet , yet, reſcued 
by the Bailie, hee was brought to the Inn, call'd the court 
of Holland, next the Ballance ; where the Burghers de- 
manding his forth-coming, the Hoaſt told them, hee was

The Office of the Eleftors, (twelv in number, during 
life, all ſtrangers, or forrein-born , for the improvement 
and encouragement of Trade, as allo to hinder and pre- 
vent Oligarchie, ) conſiſted therein, that they named or 
choſe twely men our of all the Citizens, and out of thoſe 
there were taken fix, This courl was much altered by 
the new Conſtitution, the power of the Elefors beetng re- 
duced to narrow limits, and in a manner extinguiſhed , 
that chey muſt no longer chuſe out of the whole aumber 
of Citizens, but bee-tied up, in a certain waie, to the 
Council : which becing an Iwovation, and depriving the 
ſaid Eleors of a great part of their Power, and the ſame 
power beeing impropriated | by ſom few inveſted with 
the Government; thoſe ſaid Elefrs, beeing moſt of chem 
zealous profeſſors of the Reformed Religion and Church-Mem- 
bers; adviſed with the Miniſters, whether with a ſafe 
Conſcience they might wink at this proceeding , in regard 
of che Oath they had taken for pron of the Privileges 
of the Citie.

within a while after by petition to the Court of © Holland

fore Burgomaſter of the Citie 'of Midleburg in Zealand, 
and afterward one of the Commiſ$ioned Connſellors of Tea- 
land, and the Admiraltie there, had, for a conſiderable time 
there ,'' exerciſed the ſame funftion of his to the beſt ad- 
vantage of the ſaid Citie of Middleburg, and therein cauſed 
| the common good thereof - alwaies to ont-weigh his particular pro- 
fir and conſiderations, as whereunto hee had ever acknowledg d 
himſelf. obliged ; nevertheleſs it happened, That June the 6* laſt 
paſt, hee beeing -at Middleburg aforeſaid in the Aſſemblie of 
the States of Zealand having made his appearance there toge- 
ther with other,” as a member thereof, a notable tumult aroſe 
there before the chamber of the ſaid Aſſemblie, by a companie of 
common people flock't together that day with great impetuoſitie ; 
That hee tclle-quellement (partly) underſtanding the ground of 
the ſame tumult and flocking together, and therefore finding it 
not ſafe to retire home to his own hou{, through this rude 
multitude, as fearing hee might bee perſonally affronted and un- 
civilly entertained by the ſaid people in ſom kinde or other, to 
avoid their rage hee withdrew himſelf out of the chamber of 
the ſaid Aſſemblie,by a ſecret paſſage; which beeing com to the ears of 
the foreſaid twnultuous Companee, they preſently betook themſetvs 
toward the Peritioner's houſ and having beaten out all the gla 
windows with ſtones, they would doubtleſs have proceeded to the 
plundering and ruming of it,” had the ſparing of their deſign not 
been even bey'd by the interceſSions of ſom of the Mayiſtrates 
and Miniſters there, who were fain the reſt of that day and all 


night 
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night after to keep watch before the ſaid houſ ; within a few 
days after, a certain requeſt was preſented 'to him by ſom of 
the Miniſters, in the name of ſom perſons, pretending to bee 
the Companies of the ('itie, beeing in effe deſired thereby, and 
what elf was declared by word of mouth by the foreſaid Mini- 
ſters, that hee would laie down his aboveſaid Office and place

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night the Lord Thibaue his brother 4n Lavy Peckins went 
abour to ſer up* 'the - forefaid Proxeftion in ſom of the 
chief paſſages at Middlebwy, and to publiſh che ſame; bur 


by command 'of Burgom.;ſter Vette, accidentally paſsing that 
-waie, ene'of them was /torn from the wall, and imme- 


diacely the Kownd doubled for to hnde out who et it up; 


by 'and by :ſom bodie beeing diſcovered buſie ſom where 
with [putting 


up the like, hee for fear of beeing apprehen- 
ded, flung away his Har, Coat and Sword and ſhewed 


them/a good pair 'of heels. The things found beeing 


brought 'before the' Senate, it was ſoon known they be- 
Jong'd to Peikixs, who beeing ſent for and queſtioned 
abouc it, after :{omn »rergiverlation hee ' confefh the deed , 
and:was:thereupon commanded to depart the Citie, without 
ever returning /into'the [ame. 

This alterarion having happened at Mulileburgh, and conſe. 


-quently in all Zeland : the four Cities thereupon, by virtue ofan 


antient Reſolution, and taken before the alteration, rook in 
hand the buline(s -of the Yaſſal-Cities, Whether, and how the 


fame benceferward might or ought to have Voice among the States, 
Whereypon preſuppoling that the Prince of Orange had con- 


ſticuted the Ciyil Magiſtrate there, 'not as Marquis of ter 
Yeer and Fluſhing, 'but as Stadtholder of the Province ; they 
determined, that the conſtitution thereof was now of it 
ſelf neceſſarily revolved to the States (through the Stade- 
hulders Deceaſ') and that they had power now to paſs 
the Grant thereof unto the {a:d Cities, it they defired'it, or ell 
to/do it, themlclys , or in caſe'the {aid Caties ſhould con- 
tinue to luffer the conſtitution of their Magiſtrates to bec 
made by the Prince or his Adminiſtrators, then to refuſe 
them Voice and. Seſsion the States, 

The Advice which the Commiſsjoned Council thereup- 
on preſented in writing, was this here enſuing,

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Copie of the written Advice of the Commilſ- 
ſioned Council of the Lords the States of 
Zeland, bearing date Septemb. 1. 1651, tou- 
ching the Diſtinction of the Right belong- 
ing on the one ſide unto the Countre or Earl- 
dom ; and on the other ſide to the Marquis 
or Lord of Fluſhing and Veer, in regard of 
the Magiſtracie and Civil Government of 


the lame. 


Or the pertinent bandling whereof there muſt bee taken into 
conſideration three different caſes concerning the ſaid Cities, 

Firſt, in What ſlate and condition theſe places were before they 
came under the particular Lords, Vaſſals of the Earldam. 

Secondly, What their conſtitution Was under the ſaid particu- 
lar Lords. 

And Thirdly, how the foreſaid Cities ought to bee conſidered, 
after that in the beginning of the War they were admitted Mem- 
bers of the Sovereign Government of this Province. 

As tothe firſt, this muſt bee held for aſſured & unqueſtionable; 
that although an Earl of the Land in thoſe times could juſtly claim, 
rot onely the Power of Sovereigntie and Reſort, but likewiſe all 
manner of Juriſdition and Roialties in the ſame ; neverthe- 
leſs there remained and belonged alſo to the places themſelvs ex 
jure publico Univerſitatis, ſom proper. and peculiar autori- 
tie in matter of Government, diſlin#t and ſeparated from the Eart's 
Command, in the behalf and among their own Common Inha- 
birants. 

As likewiſe it ts notorious, that there can no Univerſitie ( 6f 
Bodie Politick ) bee otherwiſe rightly conſtizuted fine aliquo Ex- 
ercitio Juris publici. 
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Therefore it appear's alſo, that the ſame places, before ever 
they m—_— ns Lords, bad Ro Ao wah and 
Privileges granted and confirmed them by the ſucceſsive Earls and 
Counteſles, for the uſe of them and their Inhabitants, and the 
adminiſtration of their own Government , as is manifeſt among 
other proofs by the old Citie-rights and Charter, given by Wil- 
liam of Hanolt, 4s Earl of Zeland, to them of Fluſhing i 
the year 1315, and afterwards renewed and amplified by the La- 

dic Marie of Burgundie, in the year 1477. 
Which thus premiſed, it s further known and notorious, that 
the foreſaid Government baving originally appertained to the ſaid 


. Cities ex Jure Pnblico, the ſame was nit taken from them, 


but contrarily left entire , when afterwards by the Earls and 
Comnteſſes of Ziland they Were fold and tranſported to other 
Lords, 

It beeing plain for the proof thereof, Firſt, That the ſaid Earls 
or- Counteſſes in making thoſe Celsions have , according to the 
Tenor of their Inftruments, expreſsly reteined no more to them- 


ſelvs then the right of Sovereigntie, Reſort and Elomage. 


And Secondly, that the fareſaid particular Lords, by the Con- 
tras of their foreſaid Sale and Tranſport, they have notoriouſly 
paſt away no more right or autoritie over them then the Inſtru- 
ments of Inveſtiture, and the ſpecification of the Fieſs do com- 
tein and bold forth. 

Which for all the Conceſsion of 4s well higher, as middle 
and lower Jariſdiftion, and diverf other both honorable and pro- 
fitable rights and prerogatives made over to the ſaid Lords, do 
therefore withall in terminis give up wunto them all manner of 
Funftions and requiſites neceſſarie for the Direflim and Govern- 
ment of” a Civil Societie ; it followeth evidently, that whatſo- 
ever ( ſerving to that end, and not belonging to the immediate ex- 
erciſe of Sovereigntie ) is not expreſsly and by name- ſet down in 
the foreſaid Letters, the ſame ought to bee left and reſerved to 
the (ities aforeſaid, © 

As indeed the ſame diſtin "Right thereof, over the ſaid pla- 
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vs, belonging on the one fide to the Lard in refþe& of bis Enkeof- 
ment, ou the other fide to the Gitie-Magiſtrates Ratione Jy- 
ris publicz, may yet further bee aſſerted. 

Firſt, from certain immunities and privileges particularly 
granted unto the foreſaid Cities and their common reſort, for theis 
particular accommodation, by the the Earls and Counteſſes of Ze- 
land , ſom even after the time, that the ſaid Cities Were under 
particular Lords ; which are things without diſpute, and to bee 
ſeen in the Records of the ſaid ( ities, 

Secondly, from divers Contracts, Tranſattions and Apree- 
meats ſolemnly made, as well of old as later times, betwixt the 
Lords on the one, and the Governors and Commonalties of 
the aid Cities on the other ſide. 

And particularly from the Contrat made in the year 1 530, 
between Adolph of Burgundie 4s Lord of Fluſhing , and the 
Burgamaſters and Governors of that Citie touching the maintein- 
ing of the Citie-Works to the Sea-ward, and the collefling of ſe- 
veral Incoms and means arifmng there, a certain diſtinthion beeing 
made therem between partie and partie, both for charge and bene- 
fit thence accrewing ; Where is likewiſe mention made, not onely of 
nulling or repealing a former Contraft, but alſo ( which is worth 
noting) in the Citie's behalf that this was don, after duc and 
Legal communication had with the Principal ones and 
Commons of the ſaid Citie ; the whole Contraft alſo beeing 
confirmed on the one fide with the Seal of the Lord, and on the 
other With the Seal uſed for the Citie-affairs. 

As likewiſe Prince William of Hon®'* Memorie, in the year 
1532, grawed wnto thoſe of Fluſhing aforeſaid for their ſupport 
and relief, and towards the mainteining of their Sea works, the 
Herring-toll there and Heir's-right, together with the hand- 
coll ; under certain conditiens ſet down at large in the ſaid Con- 
ce/sions, | 

The like Agreements and Contrafts, both touching the farrifi- 
cations and other matters, were made at ſeveral times between the 
Marquiles and the Citie Veer reſpeflively. 

All which could not fland in Law if the Governors and Inha- 
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bitants of the ſaid Cities were wholly, and without any exceptian

depending on their Lords, and could not in any Wiſe bee conſider- 
ed without them ; as alſo in ſuch a caſe, beeing all one with their 
Lords, it 'is plain of it [elf, that they would not bee able to make 
any Contract with them, Siquidem nemo fecum con- 
erabit, PBT | 
It appear's Thirdly al/o'rvery evidently by the Agreements 
and Tranſa&tions entered into and paft by the ſaid Cities, 
without their Lords, apart and in particular with the States 
of this Province. . 

For proof whereof doth ſery eſpecially among others, that which 
paſt between the ſaid Lords the States of Zeland, and the Citie 
of Fluſhing, in the year 1585, touching the Indemnitie deſired 
by them upon the enſurance made to ber Koial Majeſtie of Eng- 
land. 

By which Letters or grant of Indemnitie obteined then, there 
are engaged to them and put into their hands , all the Domains, 
Means and Kevenues of the Earl and Earldom of Zeland, with- 
in that Citie and reſort thereof; with autorization, that of their 
own. power they may ſeiz upon the ſame for the Indemnitie of the 
Citie, their Citizens and Inhabitants , againſt all damages and pre- 
judices, which by reaſon of the ſaid tranſport or ſurrender the 
ſaid Citie might chance to ſuffer in their Domains, Incoms and 
otherwiſe, or any of their Citizens and Inhabitants in their con- 
cernments. | 

Beeing that the foreſaid Letters and As of Indemnitie (note 
well ) were granted to the Governors of Fluſhing for themſelvs 
and their Inhabitants in particular, and upon their particular Re- 
queſt, without any uſe made in that behalf of the name and inter- 
vention of bis Excellence Maurice, beeing at that time the Lord 
of the place. 

And that which is more yet , thoſe of Fluſhing among other 
points and articles delivered in by them to the end aforeſaid, one 
Was, beſides the ſatisfaflio deſired in particular for themelvs, - 
that content might bee given likewiſe to Count Maurice for his 
Intereit , making thus expreſs diſtinftion between the intereft of 
the one, and that of the other, As 
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As alſo it is notorious, and appear's by the Tiegiſters, that af+ 


ter the fareſaid AF of Indemuttie for the Governors and, Inhatin 
tants of Fluſhing, . expedited Sepremab..2 3, 1585, the;Letters 
of Indenmitie for, bu Excullencie aforeſaid, ( in caſe, that through 
the foreſaid Garriſo: of the Zugen of England, bis. Juriſdiftion, 
Domains, Howjes «nd Rights ſhould com to ſuffer any. damage. or 
inconvenience, ) fur all the inſtance of thoſe of tluſhing aforeſaid, 
and the earneft ſolicitation of the Lord Bruninex, Counſellor to 
bis Excellencie were uot granted till December. chinceach ev 
It beeing true wubal, that - the Magiſtrate and Citizens of 
Fluſhing, for the cauſ aboveſaid, baving been engaged by a par- 
ticular Oath of Fidilitie 10 ber Majeſtie aforeſaid, they were af- 
terward June 14, 1516, particularly likewiſe releaſed there- 
of. 
F And therefore bas it roery pertinently ſaid in the 9 Article of 
the Grant or Charter given to thoſe of tluſhing by bis Excel» 
lencie Prince William «of happie memurie, in the year 157 4,T bat 
acccording to their antient Privileges they. are ſufficiently qualified 
and antorized 10 trrat, tranſat} and diſpoſe of all matters and af- 
fairs belonging to the foreſaid Citie. 

Fourthly, the grounds of the former. aſſertion are conſþicuans 
alſo, from the Contrafts and T ranſaftions made as well by the 
Lords as the Gavernors. of the the ſaid. Cities, intervening, and 
for their diſinft intereft with other forrem Princes, and Poten- 
tates. 

Au example whereof wee have in the Agreement made in the 
year 1612 between the Coumiſsioners of the States of Scotland, 
by autorization of the King, on the one part, and the Commiſ- 
franers both of the Marquils and of the Citie of Veer on the 
other, concerning the foundation of a Staple far the Scotiſh Wares 
within the faid Citie, in moit of the Articles principally engaging 
the Magiſtrate there ; and in the ſolemn Signawng #bererf, the 
Deputies of the Marquiſs Banding ſeparated from, the Commiſ- 
a bad been to no purpoſe, and could my} <> 
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without incongruitie, if the Magiſtrate of the foreſaid. two Ci. 
ties bad no power and autoritie in civil matters without their 
Lord, but abſolutely in all things depended on him. | 

Fifthly, the ſame is put out of all Controverſie, in regard of 
the particular Domains, *Kevenues, Royalties, Lordſhips and 
Offices which the ſaid Cities of old have had and ſtill own the 
proprietie of, and whereof they ever had the ſole and full diſ- 
poſing without any intervention or oppoſition of the Loyd. 

By reaſon whereof alſo it is expreſſly ſaid in the 5 Article 
of the Charter aforeſaid, granted to thoſe of Fluſhing by Prince 
Wiiham, That they ſhall have power yearly to Commiſonate 
the Rent-maſter or Ttealurer for Receiver of the Revenues 
particularly belonging or appropriated to the ſaid Citie. | 

And for further proof may bee added,” that the foreſaid Rent- 
maſter us bound yearly to bring in a due Account of his Receit 
and Adminiſtration, together with his - Evidences and Remains, 
before and in the preſence of the Burgomaſters and Senators, 
without making any mention of the Lord or his Commiſſioners, 
paſSing by the very Counſellors, beeing that they are particular- 
ly put in by the Lord, for the adminiſtration of Juſtice : as al- 
ſo to this very daie there is not the leaſt notice taken of thoſe 
things in the Lord's behalf. bid 

Upon which ground alſo Artic. 7, enſuing, the King's Domains 
are pertinently diſtinguiſhed from the Cities Revenues. 

Aud Artic. 8, it ts again: declared, that the Burgomaſters, 
according to their antient privileges, ſhould have the Diſpofing 
of the Citie-Revenues , to emplote them to the uſe there rehearſ- 
ed, without any mention made of the Lord. 

It beeing likewiſe known, that in conformitie bereof, the Di- 
ftrifts and and Lordſhips of Soutelanden and Coudekerck 
do particularly appertam at preſent to the Citie of Fluſhing, 
the Lord not pretending the leaſt Right or Direftion therein. 

As alſo in times paſt the Lordſhip of the Ooft-Capelle be- 
lony'd to thoſe of Veer, which' afterwards they alienated to their 
own benefit, without needuiy or ſeeking for the conſent ' of the 
Marquits. | 

And 
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Aud further it is as well known, ' that both the foreſaid Ci- 
ties, for the maintenance of their ſaid Revenwmes, Domains . and 
other Rights, ſuſtein and proſecute all proceſſes of. Law adhively 
and paſsrvely, m thei, 0wen._ name, and at therr own charges, 
as likewiſe the Sentences pronounced "i in that behalf. are derefied 
to and executed accordingly, « ently" in relation to the ſaid 
Cities. 

Sixthly, the {ame 1s alſo ſtrongly manifeſted thereby, that 
the (ities aforeſaid were privileged and autoriged' of olel:\( as'15 
_ eſ5(y agreed by Artic. 9, of the foreſatd. Charter of Pririce 

iam ). of their own power .to make themfelvs ſuch Ordis 
nunces, Statutes and Inhibitions, for both Civil Frſtice and (Gus 
vernment, -as they ſhall finde good and uſeful for chemſels and 
cher Inhabitants. 

The fame right and power beeing grounded partly upoe the 
Jus directum.' Univer(tcatis, alleged abvve ,, and partly upon 
the free conteſSion of Count Williant or other their Loxds » for 
the better direftion of the. Civil Societie of the ſaid (aties.:> 

Tn which 'regard i « likewife remarkable whut is further 
aid in the tenth Article of the foreſaid Charter, That v'3-'\in 
Caſe of lQilcrepancies in opinion. about that point, and -diffe- 
rences ariſing thereupon about ( oncluſions , the ſame ſhould bee 
reſerved to bee determined by the Diſcretion and ſentence, not 
of the. Lord or Marquils, but of bis Excellenrie as vradt- 
holder of the Province, aſ$iſted with the Senate, in the name 
of the Fazlgom; an ads teſlimonie, that the ſaid Citirs in 
the point afweſaid, are all Jubgec th: their - Lord's _ 
taries, 

In the ſeventh place, the Aſſertion aforeſaid 1s alſo confer 
med thereby, that the Collation or .Conterring of moſt of: the 
Offices ,.. regarding the Adminiſtration .of the:Cavil Govertie 
ment there, doth appertein, wot 80 the Lord, but unto the Ci- 
ties themſelvs ;. by reaſon whereof 4'ſo it is notably derlared: At- 
tic. 7, of the Charter above-mentioned, That the Burgomaſters, 
Senators and Comnſellers of Fluſhing have the Autoritie for to 
create all Officers requiſite for the ſervice and mainttnance of 
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the Government there, where the Officers; requiſite for the 
maintenance of the Lord's Autoritie, are all of them plainly 
and expreſſly diſtinguiſhed fr om the former. 

Inſomuch, that as among other things, the Lord is qualified 
and wont, in the foreſaid Cities, to appoint in bis own behalf 
for the direffion and aſviſtance of juſtice, the Bailifs and Secre- 
taries, and for the adminiſtration ofhis Domaines, and ſur: 
vey. of the works ſtanding on his charge, certain Rent-maſters 
and. Clarks; ſo on the other ſide the Cities were privileged of 
old, not onely to appoint, peculiar Treaſurers and Reccivers, 
over their proper goods and revenues, but likewiſe partly, in 
matters of Government, ſuch as are called Aſleflores Uniycr- 
ſicatis, Surveyors of the fortifications,, Water-Clarks, Porters 
and other Miniſters ; partly for aſs\ſting ' and diſpatching of 
juſtice, the Orphant-Maſters, the S. our or Sheriff and c- 
lefted Senators of the lands quadri-partition, the Commilsio- 
ners aud Secretaries of the land-right, together with the 
Clerks and meſlengers ; and ſom likewiſe ro overlee the 
poor: and hoſpital, and other attendants, belonging there: 
unto. 

So alſo do the ſaid Cities uſe of their own autoritie and 
without the privitie or knowledg of the Lord, not onely to ſend 
their Deputies to the Aﬀemblic of the Provincial Govern-. 
ment ; but alſo to Commiſsionate ſom perſons both for the 
Commilsioned Council and Court of the Admiraltie , as 
likewiſe for the Chamber of Accounts , and the States of 
Wolcheren' beſides the Eleftions which are made by them too, 
_ out of the Nomination of the triple number, for Adventures in 
the Eaft- and Weſt Indie Companies. 

And all this originally from that power , which direly be- 
long's unto them in matter of Policie and Government , and 
out El reſpeFt of the particular and ſingular intereſt which the 
foreſaid Cities have in the Conſervation and proſperitie of the 
. Province. 

Eightly, The ſame may further bee deduced , out of the 
manifold Privileges and Immunities granted unto them, not 

onely

onely by the Earls and Countefles of Zeland' ( 4s was told 
alreadie above ) but alſo by forrem Kings and Princes ; as 
well , if not more in favor and reſpett of | the Governors and 


common Inhabitants of the ſaid Cities, then for their ſubaltern *

_ . Whereunto .amtng others eſfucially relate's a certain Privilege 


given them by King Edward of England, in the year 147 5. 


to Henry van Bortlele), as Lord of Veer, together with the 


Burgomaſters and Governors ( diſtinguiſhed from the Lord") as 
alſo the general Inhabitants and Commons of the ſaid Citie, which 
then were, or ſhould bee hereafter. 


Which kinde of Privileges , eſpecially there beeing many of 


them, are of that validitie and weight, in regard of the © fore: 
ſaid Cities, and muſt ſo bee underſtood in Law, that although 
the Lords. thereof, ſhould either committ any*felonie or 'delm- 
quencie againſt the Ear), as the direct Lord, or have given to 
the ſaid forren Potentates,' any juſt cauſ of offence, and merited 
thereby to bee deprived of. the Diſpoſition' and Contents of the 
foreſaid Privileges, ſo far forth as concerneth them , nevertheleſs 
the ſame . could not bee interpreted to the prejudice of the fore- 
ſaid Cities and Inhabitants , beeing guitleſS of any ſuch, tranſ- 
greſfion or negleF ; nor they deprived of their \-Intereſt in the 
ſaid. rights and. privileges, but for their own Delinquencie. 

Ninthly, and moſt principally, the: ſame is ungainſaiably plain,

The truth of which threefold qualifucation, lying fo evidently

The rather far that big Bxcellencie, as well in the Protm 
and begmaing \as' the wpſhot of all , very plainly avoweth, that 
hee doth it in the Name and | behalf of 'bis\ Majeſtie, v 2 as 
tarl of the Land, and in that Qualitie beeing his xtadeholder 
within thys Province.

cution in matters of Juſtice, as well Criminal as Civil, to 
bee don by the Buxgomaticrs in the abjence of th#® Officers ; 
the exekion' of the Countnie's Quadsiparcician , mder the mas 

naging of the Scout ar Sheriff aud > 5a to bet appointed 
by the farefatd Cities, Diſmembrmg of the high Jarttdiction, 
having apperteined of old to the copnizgance of the Renomaſters at 
Weſterſchelr, freedom» from Tolts, and exccution of Con- 
hications, beſides the Right of returning forms of thew Porteers, 
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hich may bee elſwhere criminally impeached and ſundrie other prerq. 
gatives and examinations, recited there at large. 

' And principally 'indeed, that both the ſaid Cities are there- 
by -made: and created. . integrating members of the Sovercigh 
Goverament of- this Province , repreſenting together with the 
other, the States of the Landggboth of Zealand in general 

' and. of Walcheren in particu, in that efficacie, that they 
muſt, be called to all Aſſemblies, Communications, Account-audites, 
and all other tranſaftings and affairs concerung the ſaid States 
reſþeflively, and beeing preſent there, have their Votes and Voi- 
ces like the reft, and as other States are wont to have. 

Thich ſingular and great Priveleges, without all controverſie, 
nat: onely can bee communicated to the foreſaid Cities from noe 
other, but the ſpecial free canceſsion of the Earldomns autoritie, 
the qualification and power of the Lord, coming not into any con- 
ſederation in theſe. matters ;| but likewiſe are granted to the ſaid 
Cities ic particular and peculiarly, without any reſp, com- 
mmnication and intereft of their Lords, 

As the ſame doth evidently appear , as well by the Text of 
the foreſaid Charter throughout, and the known praftice enſued, 
as from the preſuppoſitions and intentions, whereupon the fare- 
ſail conceſsioan by Prince William of happie memorie, #s ſaid, 
co bee made originally. | 

_ Conſidered that if thereby it might bee underſto'd, the ſame 
was granted them for the ſupplying in the States-Aſſemblie the 
vacant places of the Abbot and Prelate at Middleburg 
(which nevertheleſs is conſtantly mainteined by the other Members 
of , the Earldom, that it could not bee) or, that the ſame was 
don in reſpe# of their Concriburtions and the main intereſt, 
Which thiy together with other Cities of Zealand , have in 
the conſervation of their common weal , yet neither of theſe con- 
fiderations can bee made relative or applied to the intention of 
the Lords of theſe places, ſo as to infer thence, that in the grant - 
ing .af the fareſaid Graces or. Privileges, there was ſom regard or 
refletion bad to theirPerſons or condition, 

For beſides that, in general, it cannot bee preſumed the fore- 
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aid Prince, beeing at that time ſo highly d and perſecu- 
- by the King of Spain, hee ſhould A. rw Lvgen 
to gratifie Him , beemg the Lord of the places aforeſaid, with 
any particular advantages; it cannot bee conceived in any caſe, 
how the ſaid King otherwiſe the - Firſt and repreſenting the 1: (} 
of the Nobilitic in the Afſcmblie of Zealand, ſhould befides 
that bee able to take Seſion there in the place of the Prelar,and 
having voted once in the Nobilities behalf, among the States ſhould 
afterward have ' power to vote again, by means of thoſe Cities, in 
bebalf of the Prelat.. which indeed without palpable contradifiion 
and abſurditie, and the introducing of manifec#t confuſion in mat- 
ters of Gyvernment, can bee miintein:d by none. 

Þ berefore, and clearly do ſhew, that the ſaid prerogatives 
Were granted Without any regard bad to the Lord, and onely in 
the behalf and to the advantage of the foreſaid Cities, and their 
common inhabitants, by reaſin of their particular and com- 
mon intereſt, it is ſaid-in expreſs terms, both in the Preface 
and concluſion of the ſame, that they are granted upon the 
humble. perition of the Burgo-maſters and Governors, and 
in the nane and behalf of the ſaid Cities and their Governors 
to com, together with the common Porteers and inhabitants 
thereof. ap 

And to what end ? namely, for the furthering of good Go» 
vernment , welfare and profperitie among them, and that they 
m1y bee relieved from under che great and heavie burthens 
which were fallen upon them, partly by reaſon-- of the meceſſarie 
Sea-Works, and great arrears of Rents , and partly becauſ of the 
warrs agami#} Duke d* Alva and bis adherents, together with 
regard had to their good endeavors and faithful vid "per- 
farmed by them in that War. bs for 

All which can have and yield no other reflefio, but to' the 
commuonalitie of the ſaid Cities, conſidered apart; without 
admitting of any further extention ; and ſo, that the ſame Cities, 
(4s likewiſe was touched above) cannot- lawfully bee deprirved of 
the ſame, througb any felonie, negleR, or delinqueticie of 
their (ubalcera Lords, Owe 
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Which ought 40: bee of fo unaeb he more wehiditie, When ve- 
i made \upo the direction intention and aim, Trice 


William of happie memorie had in granting of the foi Char- 


xers to. the Cities aforeſaid, wamely, to compoſe and ' frame the

bee, equal to the ether Cities .of the Earldom, as among 6- 
ther apprar's wigdinſaydhly by the enſuing Arguomnts. 

end Firſt by this, that there having been of old a Cour #n 
the. fareſaid Gries, ſerving wrigizally to the drreffion and admini- 


ſtratuon of juſtice, aud y., fame 'in ure likewiſe before the wary, 


by contraft made between the {.ords and the jaid Cities, for ſake 
of their Government ; now ty-\wirtue of the expreſs text of the 
foeſaid privileges, there is ſet up and inſtauted there reſþeflively 
4 farmal Court of Common-Council or Citie- Council, 

Je beeing well known that (us on the one fide vhe Conrt of 
juſtice was formerly ſet up aud emploied by erder of the particu- 
lar Lords, according to their letters of inveſtiture, ſo on the other 
fd.) the foeſaid Ezection of the Qitie-Counal rhere could 
ant bee effeFed otherwiſe, then with expreſs conſent, and by the 
immediate Autoritie of: the Farldom. * 

That - ſane power beeing one..of the moſt eminent and prin- 
cipal Reialties , which being 5 to the Princes or States of the 
land bere, 

As therefore wee ſee likewiſe, that both in theſe Neighboring - 
Provinces, not anely the Citie-Councils themſelvs, could mt 
hee erefied without the ſpecial Grant from the Earldom , but 
likewiſe not the Leaſt amendmene, alceration or awpliati- 
on thereof could bee made Without the like Grant, and with Una- 
nimous Conſent of all the Mcmbers, after the contents of them 
Were fat = roery ripely and ſeriouſly examined. 

And that which is more, the remonſtrances to this end, made 
by divers Cities, are wed to bee preſented onely by the Burgo- 
Maiters and (ommon- Council apart, with preterition of the 
Counſellors, Who in many places in this conntrie, have mthing 
to do pith the Government, but are onely employed about the 
exerciſe and adminiſtration of juſtice. 

As 
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As im very truth alſo, there hath ever, time out of minde, 
been a ſpecial difference in the Cities of this Province betwixt 
theſe two lorts of employments; and the Commm-Conncils 
Þere originally introduced there (diſtinguiſhed from' juſtice) onely 
for the keeping of the rights and Privileges of the Cities 
hereunto likewiſe they are particularly ſworn ; and, as by the 
Lords the States it was very Well ſaid, in the year 1587+ to 
Wham appertam's the power, not onely to reſoly but alſo to diſpoſe 
of all things , concerning the ſtate of the Countrie and the 
Cities, 

Which is the reaſon likewiſe, Why the Burgo-maſter» of theſe 
Cities are Wont and bound, in all buſineſses of importance, to wun- 
derftand the good opinion .of the foreſaid, Common Conncils, as 
Whereby the Cities and Commonalties, for matter of civil Govern- 
ment are properly repreſented. 

And for the ſame reaſons alſo is the Eleflion of the ſaid 
Common- Council , in moſt Cities both of this and Neighboring- 
Provinces, left by Priveleges from the' Earls or the State there- 
of, unto the immediate diſpoſition of the Cities themſelys, even to 
the leaſt incluſively. X | 

Inſomuch that it cannot bee ſhewed by any letters of Inveſti- 
ture, or other Feodarie Acts, that ever there was atty thing of 
that nature tranſported or communicated to any vaſlals of the 
Earldom, much leſs pretended to; or praftifed by them in any of 
their Lordſhips. | 
. Secondly; the foreſaid poſition, viz. T hat it was the in- 
tention of Prince William of happie memarie, by arty means 
to equalize the two foreſaid Lordfhips with the Cities of the 
Earldom, is evidenced by this, #hat although formerly the Conrts 
of judicature and jublice uſed to bee choſen ſimply without any 
Nominetion ex arbitrio . Dominorum at the pleaſure of the 
Lords, the- ſame cannot . bee don ſo' now, becauſ of the forefaid 
Irivige leges, but upon. a precedent preſentation, Whether it bee, that 
any Elektin ſball bee needfal for frm renewing of the Faws, 
that the. fams muſt bee made by reaſom of the departure 
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or Deceaſ of any. of the Law-keepers for the ſupplying of the 
places which thereby is made vacant. 

Aud thirdly, that though the foreſaid preſentation and the en: 
ſued Eleftion thereupon of the Counſellors, may bee made there 
as well of perſons which are of the Common Council of the ſaid 
Cities, as of any one from amid ſt the Commonaltie, neverthele 
the Burgomaſters thereof may not bee choſen, but out of thoſe 
which ſhall bee named of the ſaid Common Councils, they beeing 
the Head of the Government, and therefore ought alwaies by 
known courſ to bee of the number of the Common Council, 
which in the Counſellors, as was ſaid even now, it is not nes 
ceſſarie. 

In regard that on_ the one ſide for the adminiſtration of gaod 
Juſtice *m the general, it ſufficeth, that there are choſen and 
appointed ſom underſtanding, diſcreet, and juſt men ; but on 
the other ſide for the diretion and well-ordering of Go- 
vernment it is requiſite beſides, that there bee choſen ſom like« 
wiſe which are conſtantly verſed and well-experienced in af- 
fairs. 

Beſides that therein alſo ſpecially conſiſteth the aſſurance and 
freedom of the Cities, that ( 4s the charge and emploiment 
of Common Counſellors ought to bee every where firm and per- 
manent, ſo likewiſe) all manner of funftions in matter of Go- 
vernment bee 4s near as may bee, conferred upon the Meme 
bers of the ſaid Councils onely. | 

Where it is likewiſe very conſiderable,, that by: the abgveſaid 
Charters, the Eleftion of both Burgomaſters out of rhoſe no- 
minated of the Common Councils, aud Counſellors out of the Com- 
monaltie 1s left to his Roial Majeſtic to wit, as. Earl: of Ze- 
land; beeing that the qualitie of the Lord as concurring theres 
in, is not all expreſt, nor the Deſignation of his Majeſtie in 
this behalf ever uſed in all the Charter. 

Which nevertheleſs had been very needful in every regard, if 
ſo bee that the meaning of Prince William had been-to gratis 
fie the King as Lord of the ſaid places, above the advantages 
and prerogatives mentioned in the Letters of lnveſtiture, with 

ſundrie 


in the United Provinces, 
ſundrie other ſuch eminent Conceſſions ; foraſmuch as of Right 


all Collations of Roialties, whether of Valla!s or otherwie, 
ought to bee made plainly and in expreſs downright terms, ſuch 
as admit not any arguments of preſumtion or inference to the 
contrarie. 

| But beſides that ſame, beyond all this, would yet imply di- 
verſ other palpable contradittions and abſurdities , againſt the 
qualitie and funttion wherewith bis Excellencie was then inveſt- 
ed, ( as was demonſtrated above ) it is undoubtedly to bee held, 
that it was as far from his Excellencie's. intention as the Eaſt is 
from the Welt, 

Not onely for that the King ſo grievouſly perſecuting him 
at that time had merited no ſuch thing at his hands ; but alſo 
becauſ the ſame could not bee admitted then to the ule and exer- 
cile of ſuch eminent Roialties with any ſafetie and quiet of the 
ſaid Cities; as alſo that none knew what iſſues and events 
were like to enſue upon the war begun and the Differecies then 
ariſen. 

x therefore it might well bee ſaid and aſſerted upon good 
'eround, that although their Excellencies and Flighneſſes of haps 
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pie menorie did ſucceſſively expedite the foreſaid Eleftion, that 


nevertheleſs they did it not as Lords of the foreſaid places, but 
as Stadtholders, and in the Name of the Earldom. 

The rather, becauſ his often aboveſaid Exrellencie Prince 
W.ltam made the ſaid Eleftion there,” from the year 1574 to 
the year 1582 incluſively, ( at which tone bee firſt became the 
buyer of the two foreſaid Lordf{hips) no otherwiſe and in no 
other qualitie, then as Stadcholder of the Province ; and that 
it was likewiſe moſt reaſonable and equal that the Magiſtracie 
of the foreſaid Cuties, beeing made integrating Members of 
the Ea:ldon.'s Sovereign Government, with ſo many prero- 
gatives of the Farldom, ſhould depend of the Farldom, if 
not entirely and altogether, yet at leaſt for the moſt part. 

And howbeit that it will bee inſtanced, - the appointing of the 
Counſellors cannot bee diſputed to the Marquiles or : .ords of 
the foreſaid places, beeing the power thereof is expreſſly given 
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them by the Letters of lnveſticure ; yet it can 19 waies bee con- 
ceived or imagined, how or upon what ground the ſaid Lords 
or Marquiſes ſhould have any right or autoritie over the Ele- 
fion- of the Cormmon Councils, or of the Burgowaſter, as 
the head and chief members thereof. 

Beemg that to the Office of the Conſul or Burgomaſter 
there 4s peculiarly committed the Ordinarie Direion and 
Command in all Civil affairs, touching as well the Admini- 
ftration "of the Citie's Goods and Revenues, as the welfare and 
protettion of the Cities. 

Concernmg which the Feodatarie Letters of the ſaid Lords 
and Marquiles,  foraſmuch as now eſpecially they muſt bee con- 
ſidered as integrating Members of the Sovereigntie, do not 
make the leaſt mention. 

Notwithſtanding that thoſe very Letters were granted many 
years before the date of the Conceſsion of the foreſaid great 
Privilege ; and ſince the date thereof to this daie were never 
couched in any other terms then they were originally, and there- 

e cannot contein more now , then was granted and conferred 
upon them at the original inveſticure, 

A manifeſt token, that there appertein's no ſhare nor autori- 
tie to the Lord or Marquiles in the preſent Government of the 
ſaid Cities, and that whatſoever hath been indulged to the Bai- 
lifts, Burgomaſters, Counſellors and Common Councils 
thereof in that behalf, the ſame is not derived unto them from 
the Lords, but onely from the Earldom. 

Which is the more to bee credited yet , foraſmuch as in the 
Jud of all thoſe which 'are verſed in theſe matters, it is 
held altogether incompatible; and contrarie to natural reaſon, 
that one and the ſame perſons, Court, Societie, or Univer- 
ſitic in the ſaid qualicie, ſhall bee Vaſſal and Independenc 
together of the Farldom , and on the other fide comprehend 
ſuch a conſiderable and main part of the. Sovereigntie it ſelf ; 
on the one ſide to do Oath and homage, and on the other 
fide to receiv it ; to bee ſubjet and command all at 
Once, 

As 
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As therefore it is well known, that in ſom of the neighboy 
Provinces, ſom Cities could not bee made Members of their 
Provincial Aſſemblies, but after that it . was ſolemnly reſolved 
by the States of that Countrie, the ſaid Cities ſhould alwaies 
and (olely depend of the Earldom, without ever beeing to 
bee reduced or engaged any more to any particular Lords, 

The ſaid States alleging this reaſon in the Letters ſolemnly 
paſt thereupon, That thus they do and did for the lecuritie 
ot their Province ; beſides that #t could not but cauſ a great 
undervalue and diſreſpe&t to the Governors of integrating 
Members of the State's Allemblie, to bee choſen by parti- 
cular and ſubaltern Lords ; to ſaie nothing of the diſſervice 
to the common intereſt, which in many regards, would unavoid: 
ably enfue thence. 

All which Conſiderations, .of what reflexion and weight 
they are, your N. M. will eaſily judg according to their wonted 
wiſdom, and determine by their Reſolution. 

Holding nevertheleſs ( under correftion ) that hereunto is not 
contrarie, that both here and elſwhere ſom Eccleliaftical per- 
ſons, Gentlemen and Citizens, beeing SubjeRts and Vallals 
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of che State, do conſtitute a part of the Supreme Magiſtrate, * 


beeing that the ſame doth not appertein to them as to Vaſlals, 
but as Commilsioners, or beeing the firſt and worthieſt of 
certain Bodies or Orders whereof the foreſaid State is coms 
poſed. : | 

Nor that it is contrarie to ths, or implieth any contradi- 
ton, that many of the foreſaid Common Councils are ap- 
pointed and emploied by the Marquils, for the adminiſtration of 
Juſtice, and keeping of his Right, Lordſhips and Roialties 
there ; beeing that in Law, one and the ſame perſon, con- 
ſidered in diyerſ' reſpeRts, may without any incongruitie 
or confuſion bee emploied in diſtin lervices , and en- 
gaged under ſeveral Oaths, as might bee inſtanced and veri- 
fied, if need were, by many examples and autorities. 

And conſequently the perſons which from among the foreſatd 


Common Councils may bee appointed Counſellors there, though on 
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the one fide they bee engaged by Oath to the Farldom or to the 
Magiſtrate cf the Cities for beeing faithful to the Admini- 
ſt 210n of the Civil Government thereof, nevertheleſs they 
may well enough alſo make Oath to the Lord, for the fincere 
adminiſtration of Juſtice, - : 

As likewiſe the ſame Counſellors, beſides the ordinarie dutie 
which they ow to the inhabitants by Commiſ$ions from the Lord, 
they ſtand withall engaged to the Earldom ( or State of the 
Province ) to adminiſter good Right and Juſtice to the people 
of the Countrie aſ$igned to their reſort. © 

Wherewith as wee truſt, Noble Mightie Lords, to have ſum- 
marily and” no leſs uſefully elucidated the whole condition of this 
Aﬀair ; ſo wee will not doubt but the ſame have ſufficiently un- 
derſtood thereby what Difference there is betwixt the Com- 
mand and Autoritie which in the foreſaid Cities doth belong 
on the one ſide to the Farldom, and on the other to the Lord 
or Marquils, and in what points the ſame reſpefively doth 
moſt properly conſiſt. 

Therein namely, That to the Earldom, without all Con- 
troverſie, apperteinerh all the Right of Soyereigntic and Su- 
preme Autoritie, 

That the particular Lords, as Vaſſals of the Earldom 
are bound to ſhevy to the ſaid Earldom all due Obedience 
and homage. 

That the ſaid Cities, in reſpe&t of the Employment» 
and Deliberations touching affaires, as vvell of the Com- 
mon Government of the Land, as the particular of their 
Cities, do alcogether and immediatly reſort under the ſaid 
Farldom, wichourt being bound to acknowledg the Mar- 
quiſs or Lord in that behalf. 

And conſequently, That the Courts of the Common 
Councils beeing originally ereed:- there by the Autoritic 
and in the Name of the Earldom, there is none can juſt- 

ly pretend to any diſpoſition of confirming, altering or 
moderating the ſame, but onely the Lords the States, as rc- 
preſenting che ſaid Earldom. 
That 
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That the Creation and EleRion of the Burgomaſters in 
| thole Cities ( as becing the Head of the Government, and of 
the Common "Councils, in various relations to them, according 
to the 3.and 26 Articles of the foreſaid reſpe&ive.Charters ) 
made heretofore by their Highneſles as Stadtholders of che 
Province, . is now by their Deceaſ, apparently devolved into 
the boſam of the Earldory, 

- Witich might henceforward rather do the ſame by them- 
ſelys, or elf ( in conformitie to the Reſolutions taken and al- 
ready practiſed, to the advantage of the Common Members of 
the Province ) confer the fame- upon the Magiſtrates of the 
ſaid Cities reſpeRively,, in ſuch a waie and Reiglement, as 
was by them drawn up with the leaſt impairing of their pri- 
vileges, and might conſequently upon due cogniſance of the mat- 
ters, bee autoriſed and decreed here. 

Leaving likewiſe to their truſt and unprejudiced as before, 
the further direfion in all civil matters and affairs with the 
ſaid Cities reſpettively. | 

Adding this privilege beſides, for reaſons and in conformitie 
to the common prattiſes formerly alleged, that they may bee enabled 
to make choice and. eleftion of perſons, for the ſupplying of ſom 
vacant places in the Common Uouncils, abſolutely and de- 
finitively by themelvs. | 

4s allo there ought to bee. left ( under correion ),. uato 
the foreſaid Lord or Marquiſs, unprejudiced and undam- 
nified all ſuch diſpoſicioas and. autoritie as are in expreſs 
terms giyen.to them over the foreſaid places by their Let- 
ter of Inveſticure. . 

And that in purſuance thereof the ſame ſhall continue to. ex- 
rcye the power there, for the adminiſtratioh - of the crimi- 


and civil Juriſdiction, ard particularly td engage by Oath, 


according | to cuſtom, the Baylifts and- Counſellors, together 
with the Secretaries and other attendants of Juſtice, . 
Provided notwithſtanding, that the foreſaid Counſellors and 
Officers beeing deſired to adminiſter Juſtice at firſt inſtance. in 
eriminal, or by appeal in civil matters , over the Inhabitants 
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the ountrie , having relation to their appointed reſort, 
th atk rome and obliged in that regard res; 
that mmediately, the Commands of the Earldom. 

As likewiſe the Bayliffs and Counſellors aforeſaid, - ſhall bee 
bound to make Oath in that behalf unto the Earldom, and like- 
wiſe in the expreſs Name and Quadripartition of the ſame to 
baniſh, &c. howbeit as wee are informed , the ſame hath not 
been abſolutely prattifed for theſe many years. Beeing that the 
power of "the ſaid Bailiffs and Counſellors, of admmiſtring Ju- 
flice in the foreſaid places, is not conferred upon them by Com- 
miſſion of the Lord, who hath not the leaſt thing to ſay or pre- 
tend there, but onely by delegation and: permilsion of the 
Sta'es, | | | | 

That withall the Marquiſs or Lord ſhall -have- libertie to 
place for the future ſuch Officers and Miniſters there, for the 
Receipt and Improvement of his Demeanes and Royaktics- 
as he. was wont to do of old ; as likewiſe the Cities may diſpoſe 
in matters of their own, ſo as they ſhall finde it requifite, for 
the: adminſtration of their Government and beſt managing of 
their 'own meanes and revenues. 

And thus wee conceiv, ſhalt every one bee duly mamtein'd 
1” the Right belouging to hn, and no bodie wrong'd, the 
Earldom reſerving its Right, the Marquifs or Lord the con- 
tents of his feodorarie Letters, and both the reſpeive Cities 
the ſubſtance of their Charter. 

Preſenting at laſt unto your N. M. confederation, whether it 
were -not- expedient, that they would bee pleaſed to appoint for 
Members of their preſent Aſſemblie, who might, together with 
the reſt of the Corncil, frame and draw up all that hath 
been repreſented here a Subſtantial Ordinance, how the Righe 
belonging ts the Earldom, touching the Magiſtracic or Govern- 
mene of the forefaid Cities may henceforward bee direfied to 
the beſt advantugt; and EY their” N. M. conform the

In Middiburg Sept, 1. 1651, 
If his EkQrall Highs of ' Brandenburg in his French 


letter ſent heretofore by Momfitur Severin, to the Princeſs 


Rojall, had' reaſon ro imtinapte, what detriment the affairs 
of che Young Prince did ſuffer, by teafon of their mutual 
Diſputes; cerramly, here was more cauſ'to regreet and ue 
K. The Princely Guardians'or Adminiftrators notwithſtan- 
ding, did both underhand and overboard, privately 'and 
publickly whatſotver they cold to withfland it. 
They wrote ORob.23. unto the States of Zealand, That 
they: were informed of the foreſitid Confiderittions and Ad- 
vice, and that ' over ſetit to the Mertibers of the 
Aflemblie, as one of 'tthe poimms tobe handled, next Seſſion. 
And whereas the daid wdvice was greatly \tending to "the 
prejudice of the Young Prince- his Right, belonging to him 
as Marquis and Lord 'of the forefaid Cities, Therefore they,

intereſts, they are deriving from the. gracious Conceſſions both. of 
the Earls and the particular Lords unto the ſaid Cities, and 

ranted from time to time unto them; as likewiſe the ſame is 
alleged by the forefaid Conſideration in ſundrie Articles ; and 
may bee ſeen too in the old Statute-book of the Citie of 
Fluſhing, that of all antient times, the Eleftion and Ordi- 
nances in the behalf of Juſtice, the Orphanr's-chamber, the 
Companies, and other matters ſerving for the Government and 
ordering of the ſaid Citie, were made and cauſed to bee promul- 
gated by the Lords of Fluſhing. 

So that all thoſe Privileges are belonging to the ſaid Cittes, 
not of themſelys, ex Jure ullo Univerhcatis, without the exer- 
ciſe whereof, no Univerſitie or Civil Societie conld bee inſti- 
tuted, 

Although otherwiſe alſo it is conceived, that the Jus illud 
publicum Univertitatis, is ſcrewed up ſomwhat too high by 
the Council in their Conſiderations ; for the deriving thence ſuch 
concluſions, as would exceedingly prejudice the Lord Marquils 
in his Lordlie Prerogatives. 
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It is a known buſineſs in; the Laws, that not onely Cities, 
but Caſtra, Villa, Vicus, - and even Courts or Bodies Col- 
legiate, which are comprehendes under the name of Univerſi.- 
tie, may have and poſleſs goods and revenues like unto par- 
ticular perſons, and may appoint men' for to manage, protet 
and defend the ſame ; and alſo diſpoſe of the ſaid goods at plea- 
ure of their own accord.

Prince, as Stadtholder, in the-name of the King, as Earl of 
Zcland.

And the ſame Charter #s given direfly, not to the Marquis, 
nor in reſheft of him, but onely for the common good of the 
foreſaid Cities, in their particular intereſt. 

And thirdly, for to ſerv them as a permanent path-way and

ration or miſtake, aſcribe it to humane frailtie and want of 
better Information ; wee have don our utmoſt, to giveand 
impart nothing but things plain and real. They arenot 
Myſteries and hidden Secrets wee pretend to. Moft of what 
wee publiſh, was either by Axtoritie or comivance of the 
Government made publick before. And the intention of the 
State as themlelys profeſs ſormwhere, was to ſhew and ma- 
nifeſt their aftions before all the World ; and, to recommend the 
zeal, faithfulneſs and deſerts of yood Governors to Poſteritie, was 
never interdifled ; Every one 1s bound to improve his Ta- 
lent that waie ; nor was the time ever ſtinted or limited 
for any ſuch endeavors.
